‘potices for the Council meeting of y 
threatened at one time yesterday to bring 
about the defeat of the Republican caucus 
nominee for Mayor pro tem. But after ex- 
planations.were made the misunderstanding 
was settled, and there is little doubt that 
George B. Swift will be elected acting Mayor 
by the Republican majority in the Council 
this morning. ' 

The call for the meeting today was unad- 
visedly issued without consulting either Ald. 
‘Swift or Ald. Madden. It was signed by five 
Aldermen who voted aga Ald. Madden in 
the Republican caucus, some of whom 
bave not always treated him with the respect 
and courtesy to which his position as leader 
of the Council and his undoubted abilities 
‘entitle him. He looked upon the hurried 
issue of the notice as a slight. His friends 
also took umbrage. They declared at 
first that they would not attend 
the meeting today. They said they 
would attend but would not vote for Ald. 
Swift, but would insist on postponement of an 
election till Monday. ‘Their remarks in a 
grossly exaggerated form appeared in the 


. evening papers, and the Democrats concluded

that they intended to bolt. 
Democrats Were Rejoicing. 

The Democrats were .of course jubilant. 
The Democratic Aldermen at their caucus in 
the Sherman House were in great glee. They 
gaid to one another: “Retreat tomorrow 
means defeat for the Republicans. We must 
go in‘and win.” 

Ald. Madden later on resolved not to play 
into the hands of the De ats. He assured 
Ald. Swift that he ana‘lii# friends would be at 
the meeting. today pre to vote for, the 
Republican caucus nominee for acting 
‘Mayor: “Ald. Hepburn and Ald.:Muelhoefer, 
who had also taken offense at the hasty and 
ill-considered action of Ald. Kerr and those 
who signed thé call, promised that they would 
abide the action of the ¢a@teus. Ald. Nobie 
was more stubborn, but it is ‘believed that he 
too will range himself ,with his party asso- 
ciates. 

There are thirty-eight Republican members 
‘in the Council. They can elect the acting 
Mayor today. There is no sufficient excuse to ' 
defer action. ‘The blunder or the discourtesy 
of two or’ five Aldermen will not bea suffi- 
cient reason for failure to act. Delays are 
dangerous. Hesitation is hazardous. If de- 
feat Monday should follow retreat tomorrow, 
those responsible for the retreat and not 
those who issued the notice would be held to 
account. That isthe way Ald. Madden and 
some of his wisest friends. looked upon the 
matter after sober second thought last even- 
ing. The will act accordingly. 

Republicans Should Take Warning. 

The unity of purpose and the harmony of 
action at the Democratic caucus at the Sher- 
man House in the afternoon was an excel- 
lent object lesson for the * Republicans. 
Every Democratic Alderman attended. All , 
pledged themselves to support the action of 
the caucus. Ald. McGillen was nominated as 
the andidate for Mayor pro tem. Some.of 
his colleagues who had not spoken to him for 
months, and who bitterly dislike, if they do 
not absolutely hate him—men like Ald. 
Ernst, Ald.. Tripp, Ald. Gallagher, Ald. 
Schumacher, and Ald. Brennan—voted for 
him and are prepared to support him loyally 
tomorrow. The Republicans concluded, 
when they heard this, that it was time to close 
up their ranks and to cease bickering. 

The Democrats will go into the Council 
this morning pledged to force an election if 
possible. A majority of a quorum elects. 
Thirty-five menibers constitute a quorum. 
The Democrats have thirty members. 
They were boasting last night that they 
can get five Republican members to 
act with them, The only way they can get 
any Republican to.act with them is by pur- 
chase. They do not try to conceal that that 
is the case. They freely talked of one South 
Side Alderman who has been frequently bon- 
ored by the Republican party, and of one 
Hyde Park Alderman. They also mentioned 
an Alderman from the Northwestern section 
of the city as one of their men, It is believed 
that this sort of talk did grave injustice to the 
men mentioned. But the talk was indulged 
in by more than one Democratic member of 
the Council. 

Will Have to Purchase Votes, 

But the Democrats are desperate, and they 
cannot win without Democratic votes. They 
cannot get those votes except by purchase in 
money or in favors. Some’ of the 
Republican Aldermen were hounded all 
day yesterday by Democratic workers. 
Inducements were held out to them to vote 
with the minority. One Alderman who was, 
at Republican headquarters during the after- 
noon was approached by/a Democratic work- 
er, who said: ‘“* We have three Republicans 
who will act with us. You had better make a: 
fourth. We will find a fifth and when we win 

~ We will not forget you.” 

The Republican Aiderman’s reply was: 

* I was elected as a Republican, 1 went into the 
Republican caucus. I pledged myself to abide 
by the action of the caucus. I mean to stand by 
it. What excuse could I give for voting with 
the Democrats? You are in a minority. We 
‘Republicans are in a majority. We can elect

The 
Republicans are not going to be such fools as to 
try to maintain a position which they feel would 
be declared illegal. They could not afford to do 
anything of the kind and they realize it. They 
will not attempt it.” 

It became’ evident that the dissatisfaction 
was working toward the ruin of the hopes of 
the Republicans, and during the afternoon 
things began to cool down. One by one the 
dissatisfied Republicans got back into line. 
Ald. Mann, who signed the call, said: “* We 


simply felt that this is an’ emergency, and

that we should elect the temporary Mayor 
as soon as possible and cail the special elec- 
tion as sdon as possible.”’ 

Ald. Kerr, another of the signers of the call, 
said he believed the Republicans would stand 
togther if the election were not for a month. 
Ald. Swigart, one of the signers of the call, 
was also about laboring for harmony. To- 
wardsithe close of the afternoon it was evi- 
dent that all the Republicans had been 
brought into line again, and the prospects are 
that not only wi!l ail be at the meeting of the 
Council this morning, but that all will vote 
solidly for Swift. 


DEMOCRATIC DODGES EXPOSED, — 


Affected Indignation Over the Special Meet- 
ing Not Quite Skin Deep. 

The Democrats of course affected great in- 
dignation at the call of the special meeting of 
the Council today. They characterized it as 
*‘ indecent,” *‘ scandalous,” and so forth. 
They tried ‘to make the ‘friends of Ald. Mad- 
den believe it was a calculated insult. Of course 
all this was for political effect. The same 
men who were denouncing the call attended a 
meeting at the City Hall last Sunday after- 
noon tu select a candidate for Mayor to suc- 
ceed Mr. Harrison—one whom they could 
control. They have been wirepulling all the 
week to the same end. Every Democrat has 
been whipped into line. Ald. Tripp, Ernst. 
Gallagher, Schumacher, who have not acted 
with the Democrats in the Council for months, 
were all in the Democratic caucus at the 
Sherman House yesterday. They agreed to 
support Ald. McGillen and to force a vote on 


‘the Mayoralty today. They agreed to force.a 


vote by ballot in the hope that some traitor- 
ous Republican might vote with them. They 
agreed to support every action takén by the 
caucus. ; 
These same men affect holy horror because 
the Republicans, who have a clear majority of 
eight in the Council, propose to elect one of 
their own men for Mayor. They kuow that 
if he is elected they cannot use the police 
force, or the City Ha!i employés, or the City 
Hall patronage to elect their judicial ticket.

At the Democratic caucus Ald. Sexton pre- 
sijed and Ald. Loeffler acted-as Secretary. 
Ald. Tripp and Ald. McGillen were put in 
nomination and the roll wa@s called. Nothing 
definite of the vote can be given, but it is the 
understanding the first ballot resulted: Mc- 
Gillen, 19; Tripp, 11. The nomination was 
unanimous. It was then resolved, on the mo- 
tion of Ald.’ Powers, to force a ballot for 
Mayor at the meeting. today. 

Sensational Statement. 

Powers said he had assurances that 
if a ballot was forced Ald. McGillen would 
get five Republican votes. It was agreed also 
that if in the parliamentary motions the 


Democrats saw that they could not win they, 


should try to secure an adjournment and put 
off the selection of an acting Mayor until 
after the election. It was determined to nom- 
inate Ald. Sexton for Chairman. 
Reading Clerk Neumeister was _pres- 
ent and agreed to put the 
motion and declare Sexton elected on a viva 
voce vote. The reading clerk also agreed to 
act under the direction of a committee of 
which Ald. Powers is Chairman. Ald. Tripp 
and a few others demurred to these arrange- 
ments, but they were agreed on by the caucus, 

Bob Burke of the City Halil quartet, Joe 
Martin of the State Board of Equalization, 
James W. Crawford, and half a dozen other 
active men waited in the corridors until the 
adjournment of the caucus, then took their 
directions from Ald. Powers and’ scattered, 
The Republicans are fully posted as to what 
occurred and are prepared to meet the tactics 
of the opposition. There wall be a lively time 
today beyond doubt.

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GUARANTY INVESTMENT OOMPANY 
OHANGES ITS BOND SOHEME. 


By Hastening to Conform to the Federal 

¢. Law Its Officers Admit, Inferentially, 
That. They - Have Been Conducting an 
Illegal Business=They Issue a Circular 
Inviting Patrons by Some Odd Contra- 
dictions—President McDonald’s Smooth 
Explanations, 


The Guarantee Investment company is 
running to coygr. Ita indi¢ted officers have 
decided to make such changes in the ‘ mul- 
tiple bond ’’)seheme as shall bring it within 
the provisions of the Federal statute against 
lotteries. They thus, inferentially at least, 
admit that heretofore they have been con- 
ducting 
nature of a lottery, 

In this connection they are sending out cir- 
culars stating that they “‘ Have Won Their 
Fight,” and that the Guarantee Investment 
company ‘‘ has tinally settled all its difficulties 
and conteptions with the postoffice authori- 
ties of the Federal Government.”’ This 
statement is’ made in the face of 
the fact that ‘indictments are _ still 
hanging over its officers in the Federal 
Court, charging them with using the mails 
for the purposes of conducting a lottery, and 
that District Attorney Milchrist says that the 
cases will be called within two weeks and act- 
ively prosecuted, 

President MeDonald of the company is 
pleased to call the proposed change in the 
“multiple bond” plan a “compromise with 
the government.”* In support of this claim 
the officers of the company are showing cop- 
ies of a letter alleged to have been written by 
John L. Thomas, Assistant Attorney-General 
of the United States, which details the 
points in which the present plan is in 
violation of the anti-lottery statute. Presi- 
dent McDonald goes so farastosay that 
“the Assistant Attorney-General really in- 
dorses the plan.| The points of which he com- 
plains are purély technical. This company 
has for some tite intended to make the 
changes which he suggests. They make no 
inaterial differénce in the scheme and will 
help the business of the company,”’ 

Grodtid of the Boasts. 

The letter which is thus being used to ad- 
vertise the business of the company follows: 

Office of the Assistant Attorney-General for the 
Postoffice Department, Oct. 30, 1898—George M. 
McDonald, President, etc., Chicago, Ul.—Sir: 
I have your letter of the 28th inst. as follows: 

“Tam advised that you have rendered’ the 
Postoffice Department an opinion, that the bond 
plan of the Guarantee Investment company com- 
prehends such elements of chance as to brink it 
under the Federal laws against lotteries, and 
that in consequence the company is not entitled 
to the use of the mails, It is the desire of our 


company to conform to the Federal as well as | 


the State laws,and I now write to ask your 
opinion as follows ; Why 

‘““Should the Guarantee Investment company 
change its bond plan so that bonds will be soid 
only in numeri¢al order, and only in blocks of 
five, ten, fifteen, twenty, étc., and should the 
company so condirct its business that purchasers 
of bonds shall be informed of the number of 
the bonds they ate getting at the time they make 


, application for the same, so that the numbers of 


the bonds they apply for can be written m the 
application, will such revised plan in your opin- 
ion conform to the laws and entitle the company 
acting strictly onsuch plan to the use of the 
mails in all respects? I inclose you a booklet 
setting forth the present bond plan of the com- 
pany.” > 

In reply to your inquiry contained in this letter 
I have to say that I 
opinion, that a bhsiness conducted on the plan 
: therein would not be a lottery within 
the meaning of the Federal statute against lot- 
teries, provided the numbers of bends pur- 
chased are pone | in the application and such 
numbers are actually issued to the applicant. 

I will also add that the plan of redemption of 
the bonds must be fully made known to purchas- 
erg at the time they apply for the bonds.

Bearing directly on this alleged letter and 
the use which is being made of it is the follow- 
ing telegram: 

WasuinoGton, D, C., Nov. 8.—[{Special. ]—There 
has been only one opinion given by Assistant At- 
torney-General Thomas of the Post-Office De- 
partment regarding the Guarantee Investment 
company.and that declared the institution a lot- 


., tery and forbade the delivery ef money orders or 


postal notes to the concern. He has noth- 
ing to do with the indictments in the 
Federal courts, that matter being - wholly 
within the jurisdiction of the District 
Attorney under instructions from the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Mr. Thomas says these con- 
cerns.will contrive aud twist in every conceiva- 
ble way any opinion that may be given by a law 
officer to further their own ends. In support of 
this he submitted a clipping from a newspaper 
in which it is stated that the Guarantee Invest- 
ment company instituted the present suit against 
itself with a view to making it a test case. Noth- 
ing of the kind ever occurred within his recol- 
lection and he has steadfastly ruled all such cor- 
porations to be swindlers and amenable to the 
law against promoting lotteries. As the law of- 
ficer of the Postoffice Department it is merely his 
duty to decide cases scheduled to him by the 
postal authorities through the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and he does not conduct prosecutions in 
district or other courts. 

In the circular referred to the first sentence 
is as follows: 

** The Guarantee Investment company takes 
great pleasure in announcing to its agents and 
the public that all its difficulties and conten- 
tions with the Postoffice authorities of the 
Federal Government have been finally set- 
tled,”’ z 

Some Manifest Contradictions. 

Further on in the same circular, in direct 
contradiction Of this statement, appears the 
following reference to the pending indict- 
ments:  . 

**When the’ case is called in the Federal 
court a nolle’ prosequi will doubtless be en- 
tered.”’' 

By word of mouth yesterday President Mc- 
Donald added further complications to this 
mass of contradictions. He, was anxious 
the statement should not go out from his 
office that an agreement has been reached 
with the Attorney-General whereby the prose- 
cution is to be dropped. ‘' We only wish that 
the government would push the case,” he 
said, “ but I don’t believe they will.” 

On this point District-Attorney Milchrist 
has some decided opinions. He expressed 
them as follows: 

.** I should say that the cases) will be prose- 
cuted when thé time comes, week after next, 
just as vigorously as any other, I have had 
no contrary directions from the Attorney- 
General. In fact, his only communication on 
the subject hag been a strong and carefully 
prepared brief of the case, settimg forth in de- 
tail the points wherein the company is violat- 
mg thelaw. Asfor the proposed change in 
their methods of doing business there is -not a 
man against whom an indictment stands in this 
court who would not gladly change his busi- 
ness methods On condition that’ we stop pro- 
ceedings against him, Furthermore, I may 
say this alleged opinion of Attorney-General 
Thomas surprises me. It ts an unusual thing 
for an attorney to render an opinion on a 
hypothetical case in this way. Weare con- 
stantly botheréd in this office by people who 
wish us to givé opinions on the legality of 
hypothetical actions beforéhand with the in- 
tention of afterwards quoting our opinions 
against us if we should have occasion to start 
prosecutions against them. We always re- 
fuse to render such opinions.”

The following dispatch shows that such 
companies are not incorporated in Illinois: 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Nov. 3.—{ Special. }—Secre- 
tary of State Hinrichsen said today that none of 
the so-called “investment companies”’ which the 
United States authorities are seeking to exter- 
minate have been able to get a footing here un- 
der the laws of this State. So far, since this ad- 
ministration began, about fifty of these com- 
panies have applied for charters, but in every 
case charters have been refused on the ground 
that the business which they proposed to prose- 
cute was an unlawful business within the mean- 
ing of the incorporation act. 


ONLY BABY ABANDONED AT THE FAIR. 


Finds a Patroness Who Names Him Hor- 
ace=Will Be Well Cared For. 

The expected happened at the Children’s 
Building. The long-looked-for abandoned 
child was found one evening when the checked 
babies were *‘ rounded up” for parental in- 
spection at that refuge for weary mothers and 
fractious offspring. But it was not until the 
last day of the last week of the Fair that this 
long expected infant put in an appearance, 
and the promoters of the day nursery scheme 
point with satisfaction to the fact that 9,999 
babies were duly claimed by fond fathers and 
mothers at the end of the day's sight-seeing. 
In other words, thjs was the only one out of 
10,000 babies checked since |the Children’s 
Building opened to be thrown on the tender 
mercies of the world, American parents can 
afford to feel proud of this record. 

At the beginning of the Fair the Children’s 
Aid Society made an agreement with the 
managers of the nursery to take off their hands 
all the children who should be “left over.’’ 
In view of the number abandoned at the 
Paris Exposition some such arrangeimnent was 
deemed necessary. The following letter from 
Mrs. Julia B. Shattuck, Secretary of the Chil- 
dren's Building, tells the baby’s story: 

Cricaco, Oct. 30.—Henry B. Hurd, No. 101 
Washington street, Chicago, Ill.—Dear Sir: 
Agreeably to our arrangement with the Children’s 
Aid’ Society of Chicago I have to announce that 
an infant Was been left on our hands at last. A 
woman leff with Miss Hall, matron of the day 
nursery, Saturday last ‘a boy baby, giving its name 
and the resideace of its parents. There is no 
house of the number given. Nosuch woman was 
cared for by the Emergency Hospital at the Ex- 
position and the child was evidently abandoned. 
The baby is now at the nursery to be cared for 
until your bociety takes it. The ‘future disposi- 
tion of thé baby is a matter to be considered 
later.

Here is Mr. Hurd’s reply to this communi- 
cation: 

Caicaca Noy, 1.—Mrs. Julia B. Shattuck— 
Dear Madam: Your vote of the 30th about the 
boy baby left at the Children’s Building, World’s 
Fair, was received. We have the child and shall 
find him a ‘home in a few days. We havea plan 
by which one giving $25, the average cost of 
placing a child, may become the patron of a 
child, to whom the society makes|reports of the 
progress, welfare, etc. Mr. Thomas Lord, hear. 
ing of the particulars of this child, through your 
letter, proposes to give $25 on account of Maggie 
Burnham, daughter of Director of Works D. H. 
Burnham, to make her patron of this particular 
child, so you see this little ome:is likely to be 
givena good start in the world and be well 
looked after. 

The letter from the baby’s patroness is brief 
but comprehensive and much to the point.

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ROBBERS OREMATE A WOMAN AND 
_ ONE OF THEM 18 SHOT DEAD. 
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Shocking Tragedy at Wilmette at 2 O’clock 
This Morning=Frank Wheeler Aroused 
Early to Find His Residence in Flames 
~He Kills an Escaping Robber=Two 
Others Get Safely AwayxA Member of 
the Household Is Burned to Death= 
City Police Called. 

Early this morning the Central police were 
notified by telephone of a tragedy at Wil- 
mette, near Evanston, involving the killing 
ofa burgiar and the burning to death ofa 
woman. Meager details only were tele- 
phoned. 

They are to the effect that a man named 
Wheeler discovered at 2 o’clock- this morning 
that his house was on fire. Ipvestigating he 
saw a man loaded with plunder going down- 
stairs. Mr. Wheeler obtained his revolver, 
and firmg, killed the burglar instantly. Two 
other men who were in the house and are also 
believed to be burglars escaped. : 

The fire got beyond control, and before any 
attempt at rescue could be made a woman in 
the house was burned to death. 

The man who telephoned the police of this 
city appeared to be too excited to give fuller 
details. He only knew that the man who 
killed the burglar was named Wheeler and 
that he lived. on Lake avenue, Wilmette. 
Whether the woman burned to death was a 
relative of Mr. Wheeler or not the man at the 
telephone did not know. 

In the Chicago directory the namie of Frank 
Wheeler, President of the Illinois Heating 
company at No. 88 Lake street, appears. His 
home address is given as Wilmetté, and the 
police believe he is the man named by their 
informant. Itis believed that the burglars 
who broke into the house looted it and then 
deliberately set fire to the premises in order 
to hide their depredations. 

Awakened by the Fire. 

Mr. Wheeler, it appears, was awakened by 
a slight smell of smoke and rising made an 
investigation. He attempted to descend the 
front stairs, but was stopped bythe smoke 
and returned in order to arouse the other in- 
mates. As he went back he heard a noise as 
of some one stumbling on the stairs at the 
rear of the house, Instantly it occurred to 
Mr. Wheeler that his house had tieen fired by 
a burglar and he rushed to his roém for a re- 
volver. | - 

Obtaining the weapon Mr. Wheeler ran to 
the rear stairway. Peering through the smoke 
Wheeler discerned the figure of a man, his 
arms filled with plunder, descending the 
stairs. 

Taking a quick aim Mr. Wheelér fired two 
shots in rapid succession. The burglar on 
the stairs threw up his arms, lurched heavily 
forward, and fell dead at the foot of the stair- 
case. 

As the sounds of the shots died two other 
dining-room drop- 


Mr. Wheeler fired at them, but although one 
of the inen staggered and fell he was on his 
feet a second later and followed his com- 
panion through the door. 

Mr. Wheeler followed the men, firing as he 
ran, for nearly a block. He was unable to 
stop the men and when his pistol was empty 
he returned to his home, only to find it a 
mass of flames. 

Vain Efforts at Rescue. 

The sound of the shots aroused the neigh- 
bors and .many rushed to Mr. Wheeler’s aid. 
Three atte:inpts were made to enter the blaz- 
ing house, but each one was repulsed by the 
smoke and flames. 

It was at first believed that all the family 
were safely out of the burning house, but Mr. 
Wheeler, hastily looking them over, found 
that a female relative was stillin the house. 
Again he tried to enter the building, but as 
he did so the roof fell and aid was impossible. 

Two city detectives left on an early train to 
investigate the affair.

QUIT IN BAD HUMOR. 


OONGRESS ADJOURNS WITH MANY 
MEMBERS IV ILI-TEMPER. 


Noisy Scenes Mark the Closing Session of 
the House=Mrs, Potter Palmer's Prop- 
osition Fails, but Duties Are Remitted 
on Exhibits Intended for the Columbian 
Museum=Some Senators Make a Pre- 
tense of Oppgsing Adjournment=Sum- 
mary of the Extra Legislation. 


Wasurveron,’ D. C., Nov. 3.—[Special.]— 
The extra session of the Fifty-third Congress 
ended as it began, with lots of kicking by the 
members of the dominant party. The Presi- 
dent, having called it together for the purpose 
of stopping silver purchases, has no reason to 
be dissatisfied. The extension of the Chinese 
exclusion law, which for diplomatic reasons 
was offered as an administration measure also 
passed, so that the legislation which was en- 
acted was satisfactory. For the present every- 
body is glad of the breathing spell. 

In the Senate Peffer, the Populist, gave the 
majority a scare by calling for a roll-cail on 
the adjournment cesolution, but he could not 
get enough support to have the Vice-President 
put the motion toa vote by yeas and nays. 
The Senate was in something of an ill-temper 
towards the House, because of the failure of 
that body to agree to back pay for the Sena- 
torial relatives who held positions as clerks, 
private secretaries, and so on, in 1990. Not 
being able to secure a concession from the 
House on this point the urgent deficiency bill 
was allowed to go over to the regular session, 
when the fight will be renewed. 

During the closing hours in the House Mr. 
Springér made an ardent appeal in the inter- 
est of Mrs. Potter Palmer’s proposition 
awarding diplomas to designers, artisans, and 
others who had contributed toward making 
the Columbian Exposition a success. This 
proposition was taken out of the urgent de- 
ficiency bill and started on a new tack asa 

oint resolution and went through the House. 

t was sent over to the Senate, but it -was too 
late, and will have to be hung up until De- 
cem ber. 

A pleasing incident was the presence of a large 
number of school children, comprising two of 
the primary grades of the public schools, who 
had been brought to the Capitol for an object 
lesson in statesmanship, Many of the little 
folks had been provided with pencil and paper 
for the purpuse of making notes to be used in 
subsequent com positions, and they were given 
a study in obstinacy on the part of their 
elders on the floor of the House, 

Rebate of Duties on Foreign Exhibits. 

The House joint resolution authorizing a 
rebate of half the duties imposed upon such 
foreign exhibits in the Columbian Exposition 
as may be sold and a rebate of ali the duties 
on such imported exhibits as may be donated 
to or purchased by the Columbian Museum of 
Chicago with’ Senate amendments was laid 
before the House. The Senate had struck off 
all that pact relating to the rebate of duties 
on the articies that may be sold ih general 
trade. Mr. Dingley endeavored to secure 
concurrence in the Senate amendments on 
the ground that to tarow it into conference at 
this late hour would jeopardize any legisla- 
tion at this session, but the House sent the 
bill to conference and the Speaker appointed 
Messrs. Bynum, MecMiliin, and Payne as 
conferrees on the part of the House. 

Mr. Richardson introduced a joint - resolu- 
tion providing for the employment of Senate 
and House clerks and employés during the in- 
terval becween the sessions. Mr. Sayers 
(Chairman of the Appropriations committee), 
objected, and Mr. Hutcheson (Dem., Tex.) 
began filibustering on the resolution, and at 
1:20 the House settled down to roll calls. 
Then the urgency deficiency bill again tame 
back from conferénce, the Senate conferrees 
insisting on the Senate amendment providing 
back pay for clerks. The bill was allowed to 
rest peacefuilv on the Speaker's desk. 

Exeecrations were hurled at the offending 
member from Texas. but the only effect they 
had was to make him more belli¢ose than 
ever. He continued to filibuster for some 
time against Mr. Richardson’s motion to re- 
consider, but during a breathing spell Mr. 
Catchings (Deimn., Miss.) caught 
napping and cut the Gordian knot by moving 
a suspension of the rules. This was ordered, 
upon which Mr. Richardson moved to ‘recon- 
sider the vote by which the House agreed to 
retain the employés during the vacation, and 
moved to lay that motion on the table, which 


the House promptly agreed to. 


Bynum's Favorable Report. 


Mr. Bynum (Dem., Ind.) presented a con- 
ference report recommending that the House 
agree to the Senate amendment remitting the 
iuties only on such exhibits at the World’s 
Fair as may be donated or purchased f@r the 
Columbian Museum, and the House accord- 
ingly accepted the amendment and the bill 
went to the President. 

A Senate joint resolution was presented, 
— that the hour of adjournment be pwst- 
poned till 4:30 o’clock. This was received 
with cheers and applause and the members 
began to breathee more freely, feeling they 
could pass the amended resolution for the 
employment,of cierks during the adjourn- 
ment at their leisure. But they were reckon- 
ing without Mr. Hutcheson, for when, pend- 
ing action onthe adjournment resolution, 
Mr. Catehings moved to suspend ‘the rules 
and that the Senate amendment to the clerk 
and per diem employés resolution be adopted, 
the Texan wason hand witha request for 
tellers. The Speaker appointed Messrs. 
Richardson and Hutcheson as teilers and the 
mnembers began to crowd between them, but 
before the vote was announced the hour of 3 
came around, the gavel feil,and the chair 
announced that the House stood adjourned

WORK OF THE EXTRA SESSION. 


Seventeen Bills and Sixteen Joint Resolu- 
tions Passed by Concres4, 

Wasuiseton, D. C., Nov. 3.—At the ex- 
traordinary session closed today sixteen joint 
resolutions and seventeen bills became iaws. 
Three of these joint resolutions were signed 
today and nine of the bills. The iast proposi- 
tion to become law today was the joint resolu- 
tion amending the act approved ‘April 25, 
1890, relating to the admission of articles in- 
tended for the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion. Other bills signed today were as fol- 


lows: 

Transferring the model battleship Illinois to 
the State of lilinois as a naval armory; donating 
abandoned cannon to the G. A. R. at! Pittsburg, 
Pa.; act amending the Geary Chinese ‘aw: to 
regulate terms of the United States Circuit and 
District Courts in the State of South Dakota; in- 
creasing the number of officers of the army and 
navy to be detailed to colleges; to regulate the 
fees of the clerk of the United States Court for 
the Indian Territory; amending an act to pro- 
vide for holding terms of United States Court in 
Idaho and Wyoming; amending section 2324 of 
Revised Statutes relating to mining claims: pro- 
viding for the construction of steam revenue 
cutter for service on the gréat lakes; and an act 
in regard to the World's Fair prize winners ex- 
position to be beld at New York City. ° 

Additional important bills which were 
signed by the President durmg the extra ses- 
sion included the famous silver bill repealing 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 
Also the following: 

Authorizing acknowledgments to the various 
foreign governments who participated in the 
commemoration of the discovery of America by 
Christopher Columbus; for the reporting, mark- 
ing, and removal of derelicts; actin aid of the 
California Midwinter International Exposition; 
act to extend the time for completing the work 
of the eleventh census; act amending the act to 
repeal timber culture laws; several bills relating 
to the Cherokee outlet, and a bill to settle the 
Mormon Church fund.

ORDERS TO COIN SILVER DOLLARS, 


Decision of the Treasury Department to 
Utilize the Seigniorage. 

Wasnincron, D. C., Nov. 3.—Important ac- 
tion was taken by the Treasury todayin re- 
gard to silver. Orders were sent to the Super- 
intendents of the United States mints at San 
Francisco and New Orleans to resume the 
coinage, suspended some time ago, of. stand- 
ard silver dollars. This action is taken under 
authority of Sec. 3 of the Sherman law of 
1890. It is for the purpose of utilizing the 
seigniorage that the coinage of standard silver 
doliars is resumed. The expectation is that 
about $1,500,000 standard silver dollars can 
be coined at once which will give the United 
States Treasury a seigniorage of about $500,- 
000. In other words the seigniorage bears 
the proportion of one-third the amount of the 
silver coined. It is the intention of the 
Treasury Department as the other mints be- 
come clear of gold coinage to have them also 
coin silver and thus increase the coinage from 
$3,500,000 to $4,000,000 per month. The 
amount of silver subject to coinage is 140,- 
000,000 ounces.

Washington Porter, who.has proposed that 
the Manufactures Building be removed to the 
Lake-front on a smaller scale, yesterday 
said the City Council would probably be 
asked to consider the subject soon. If that 
body declined to act on the proposal Mr. Por- 
ter said he was prepared to undertake to raise 
the money to defray the expense of the under- 
taking under an agreement with the contrib- 
utors to the fund, that the building should be 
turned over to the city as soon as it had yield- 
ed the amount of their expenditure with a fair 
interest added. 

Mr. Porter proposes the structure be re- 
duced in size by droppmg a span on each 
side of every arch so that it will measure 
1,204x306 feet. The site occupied would be 
that partof the Lake-Front between Ran- 
dolph street anda point south of Madison 
street. The cost of removal is estimated at 
$504,400. Mr. Porter’s pian is to devote the 
building to the purposes of conventions and 
large gatherings, expositions, and also to fur- 
nish quarters for regiments of the, Nationa! 
Guard. He thinks the great structure, aside 
from its practical utility, should be saved as 
a permanent memorial of the architectural 
grandeur of the Fair. He is one of the 
World’s Fair Directors, and says among his 
associates in the directory the plan is viewed 
with favor. 

‘* I have talked with many people and have 
found no dissenting opinion,’’ said he. 
**Many are enthusiastic. We need such a 
building. Every city of great size has a huge 
structure for conventions, fairs, and crowds. 
The Manufactures Building could ve rebuilt 
and made thorough!'y fire-proof and would be 
one of the grandest permanent —_——— in 
the world. My idea is that it should belo 
to the city, that is, the people: The city wil 
receive at least $500,000 dividend on its Fair 
stock. Why shouid it not be devoted to the 
buiiding? The Common Council, it is proba- 
ble, will be asked to consider this. If the 
city will not undertake to remove the build- 
ing, I will engage to find men who will fur- 
nish the money. If a lease of the ground will 
be given them free of taxes I will undertake 
to rdise the money in forty-eight hours, the 
building to be turned over to the city as soon 
as it has repaid the investment with a fair in- 
terest added. I have talked with large men, 
and know what [ am talking about. They 
are proud of Chicago as I am, and. believe 
that, as Londun has its People’s Palace and 
other great halls, New York its Madison 
Square Garden, Chicago should have a build- 
ing comparable to these. The reconstructed 
Manufactures Building will exceed all named 
in beauty.”’ 


AMERICAN EXHIBITS FAST LEAVING. 


Bare Spots Numerous in the Great Build- 
ings at the World's Fair, 

In the main exhibit buildings there are 
large sections of space already stripped of 
exhibits ana in their placesare piles of broken 
boards, moldings, and tattered decorations. 
The | exhibiters have succeeded in packing 
away their goods and taken their departure, 
leaving omy a memory of the attractive dis- 
plays of a few daysago. There nas been no 
delay in getting away on the part of Chicago 
exhibiters or those out of town, but in the 
State exhibits and foreign sections delays 
have been necessary to await instructions and 
the displays are still intact, 

At the warehouses of the Exposition the 
busiest scenes about the Fair can be wit- 
nessed. Kvery exhibiter is clamoring for his 
packing-cases and complaining about the de- 
lay in getting them. Four hundred men are 
at work all day tumbling out boxes and pil- 
ing them on wagons. There are 300 teams 
engaged in the work of carrying these ca Oo 
the large buildings. In addition to this pri- 
vate|exhibiters have employed a great many 
mén to help out and have extra teams to 
hurry up deliveries. Even with this great 
force at work there is much complaint ‘of 
delay. 7 

The clerks in the warehouse department are 
now beginning to hear from the carelessness 
of exhibiters which was shown at the opening 
of tHe Fair, when the rush was great. After 
the Fair }pened numerous exhibiters had not 
finished their dispiays, and, as they were hur- 
ried.up by the nanagement, who tried to keep 
the aisles clear, they did not keep a close 
watch on their packing cases and they were 
carved away to the duinp or burned up in the 
furnaces of the power-houses. They were not 
thought of again until the time came for 
packing up, and a demand is now, being made 
on the warehouses for them. Many cases 
have been packed in larger boxes to econo- 
mize on space. and when the exhibiter is ten- 
dered forty boxes where his receipt calls for 
sixty he raises a disturbance, forgetting for 
the time that six or eight monjhs ago he 
placed his smaller cases in the larger and thus 
reduced his storage bill one-half. ‘ihe ware- 
house department is now the busiest on the 

rounds. 

. Mr. Graham of the Transportation Depart- 
nent is placing new gangs at work every day 
at track-laying and by tonight will have a belt 
line around the Fair grounds beginning at the 
Terwinal Station and running east to the lake, 
north to the State buildings, west to the Fifty- 
seventh street gate, and south again to the 
Terminal Station. Men were at work yester- 
day in front of the main buildings unearthing 
turn tables, which will be used in switching 
cars down the main aisles of the buildings. 
This work will begin Monday, as several large 
displays that now stand in the way will have 
to be removed before an entrance can be 
made, 

It will be several days before freight cars 
can be placed at the disposal of the exhibiters, 
and, in the meantime, those who are anxious 
to get away are removing their. goods in 
wagons to the regular freight stations down- 
town. A continuous procession of wagons is 
going out of the gates all day laden with these 
exhibits. 1 

**'No exhibiter, concessionnaire, or State 
Commissioner,” said Auditor Ackerman yes- 
terday, ** can move his goods and chattels out 
of Jackson Park until he has paid any debts 
he nay owe the Exposition. is application 
fora permit is referred: first to Capt. Black- 
mar, to see if he owes any percentages; then 
to me to see if he owes any mi laneous 
debts; and finally to Mr. Giaham, to see if he 
has/ fulfisled his contract in other respects, 
Until we three certify that he is free to go 
Mr. Hoicomb will not give him a permit an 
the guards will not allow him to move out. 

“ "Phese debtors are numerous, running up 
into thousands. The debts are mostly quite 
small. What the money is due for cannot be 
told except in the case of concessionnaires, as 
the other charges are so various, Where 
these debtors have no valuable chattels they 
sometimes elect to run off and desert their 
property. A few cases of that kind have oc- 
curred, In the whole list I do not think more 
than twenty-five are at all embarrassed about 
getting away. The settlements are progress- 
ing rapidly. the receipts from this source yes- 
terday amounting to $15,000.” 

Capt. Blackman said the concessionnaires 
were $100,000 in arrears with his office, but 
the sums were small and the security ample, 
so the Exposition was safe. ane rive wa He 
he said, were progressing rapidly, no less than 
seventy having been meee Touredas.

BILLS DEFEATED BY FILIBUSTERING. 


Lmportant Measures That Failed Owing to 
Dilatory Legislative Tactics. 

Wasninerton, D. C., Nov. 3.—The filibuster- 
ing in the House this afternoon’ defeated two 
pieces of legislation’ that might have gone 
through—the urgency deficiency bill and the 
joint resolution to continue the session em- 
ployés through the recess. The New York and 
New Jersey bridge bill shared the same fate, 
but that fate was the result of design, not of 
accident. The conferrees had agreed that they 
would not meet to settle the differences be- 
tween the two Houses until December and in 
the meantime the bill loses none of the rights 
that have been given it. 

The jomt resolulation of Mr. Durborow, 
conferring diplomas upon designers, invent- 
ors, and expert artisans who assisted in the 
construction of the World’s Fair, went by the 
board, but may be resuscitated in the regular 
session. As soon as it was passed by the 
House Mr. Durborow rushed to the Senate 
with it himself, and found that body behind 
closed doors. He managed to get the resolu- 
tion before the Senate, where it was favora- 
bly acted upon, and sent back to the House, 
The House had meanwhile adjourned, and 
the resolution was laid upon the Speaker’s 
desk unsigned. 

Attorney-General Olney, in view of the 
passage of the Chinese bill, will issue orders 
to United States Marshals having in custody 
Chinese ordered deported by United States 
courts to discharge them at once from cus- 
tody, if their only offense has been failure to 
comply with the Geary law. Chinamen con- 
victed of felony, or of being in this 
country in violation of the law, will be 
excluded from the operation of his order. 
A tacit understanding between the United 
States Government and the Govern- 
ment of China, it is said, exists by which all 
Chinamen will comply with the requirements 
of the Geary law as to registration now that 
it has been extended six months from today.

Jurisdiction to Be Questioned and Pliank- 
inton Institution Men to Go Free, 
Mriwavker, Wis., Nov. 3.—There is a 
strong probability that the officers and di- 
rectors of the defunct Plankinton Bank.

FOUNDERS AT SEA.

The Brigantine Evangeline Picks Up o 
| Small Boat, Stove In and Waterlogged, 
but Bearing Indications That It Had 

n Oceupied a Short Time Befere— 


Kept by an Engineer Shows the 
Lost Steamer Was on the Point of Sink- 
_ ing When It Was Abandoned. 


Hauirax, N. 8., Nov. 3.—[Special.}—-The 
brigantiae Evangeliné arrived at this port 
from Turk’s Island today. The Captain re- 
ports that Oct. 10 in latitude 33°, longitude 
71°; he picked up a ship’s boat belonging to 
the steamer Marseilles of Havre. It was: 
stove in on one side, was waterlogged, and 
had the appearance of having been occupied 
a few hours previous. Init were a bag of 
canned goods, afew pieces cf wearing ap- 
parel, five oars, anda log book which had 
been kept by an engineer. 

The entries made in the book, which were 
in French, showed that the Marseilles was in 
such a state that it could not be kept afloat 
many hours longer and that all attempts at 
stopping the leak had proved futile. The fires 
had been extinguished by the inrushing 
waters and the ship was helpless. Capt. Lar- 
sonof the Evangeline took what was im the 
boat and then let it drift, as it was too badly 
damaged to be werth saving. 

The day before falling in with the boat a 
steamer was sighted going in an, opposite 
direction to the Evangeline and it probably 
rescued the occupants of the small boat. It 
is supposed the crew finding the ship founder- 
ing put off in boats which afterwards sepa- 
rated. What became of the other boats is not 
known, 

The steamer Marseilles wasa vessel of 2,730 
tons, commanded by Capt. Grandillon, and 
was from: Antwerp via Bordeaux Sept. 20, 
hound to New Orleans. Capt, Carson handed 
the log book to the French Consul, who will 
forward it to the owners of the lost ship.

SPANISH INFANTRY.

Prospect Seems to Be That Spain Has a 
Serious War on Its Hands—King Loben- 
guia Reported to Have Been Captared— 
Six Killed in an Attempt to Evict a 
Miller in Hungary—London Papers Be- 
‘Lieve a Season of Prosperity Is in Store 
for America, 


Maprip, Nov.-3.—The Riffians attacked the 
Spanish infantry which had been sent out 
from Melilla to protect several wagon-loads 
of provisions and ammunition for the forts, 
citadels, and the enemy’s trenches. Two 
Spaniards were killed and thirteen others were 
wounded. Ihe impression prevails that Spain 
is likely to have a long campaign in Morocco. 
The government has decided to mobilize all 
the three-year reserves so that they shali be 
ready to go to the front in casé the war should 
assuine larger proportions. 

The troops from the citadel succeeded in 
victualing the fort despite the stubborn op. 
position of the Riffians. The losses of the 
Spaniards are believed to be somewhat 
heavier than was reported at first. More

SUPPOSED BOMB FUVUND AT LONDON. 


Tory Paper Tells a Story That May Be for 
Political Effect. 

Loxpvox, Nov, 3.—The Globe today prints a 
story of an alleged attempt to blow up the 
Westminster bridge, In view of the fact that 
the Globe is a Conservative organ and that 
strenuous efforts are being made to secure the 
release of the Irish political prisoners there 
are not lacking persons who consider the story 
open to doubt. According to the story a 
waterman employed to attend the workmen 
on a temporary scaffold beneath the bridge 
found last Wednesday a large parcel wrapped 
in brown paper on a ledge of the center but- 
tress. The waterman was horrified to find it 
contained a conical iron bomb weighing about 
seven pounds. In the side of the bomb wasa 
hole, The waterman emé the bomb in a 
bucket of water. The bomb was taken to 
Scotland Yard. The inspector of explosives 
took charge of it, since which time nothing 
has been heard of the case. Those who are in 
favor of releasing the Irish political prisoners 
sneer at the Globe's story. They say even if 
the waterman did find a bomb beneath the 
bridge it was probably put there by persons 
interested in frustrating the attemps to secure 
amnesty for the prisoners. The story of the 
discovery of the bomb caused somewhat of a 


sensation. 

Detectives found the former ewoes El the 
bomb, and he readily explained all the cir- 
cumstances in connection with it. He had 
picked it up on one of the Franco-Prussian 
battlefields a long time ago and had kept it as 
a relic. although he was always afraid of it 
and desired to get rid of it, thinking it might 
some day explode. Last Wednesday he de- 
termined to throw the thing away. Hecarried 
it to Westminster Bridge and when half: way 
across threw the bomb, as he supposed, into 
the river. He apparently did not throw it far 
enough out, and in falling it landed on the 
buttress, where its finding resulted in starting 
a mild dynamite scare. 

Photographs in Admiralty Court. 

The action brought in the Admiralty Court 
by the owners of the British steamer Win- 
chester to recover salvage from the Dutch 
steamer Maasdam has resulted in a judgment 
of $1,250 in favor of. the plaintiff.

| Views of the “Speaker” and the “Statist” 


on Sherman Law Repeal. 
Loxpox, Nov. 3:\—The Speaker will say 


Sherman act: 

There is a feeling of relief in the United States 
and Europe. The repeal of the Sherman act 
paves the way to the restoration of prosperity in 
America. Everybody knows now what the 
money of the United States is to be and distrust 
will soon die ont. 

The writer enumerates this list of reforms 
which, he says, are needed badly*in the 
United States and ought to be undertaken at 
once: 

Modification of the McKinley law, revision of 
the pension list, restoration of the $100,000,000 
gold reserve in the Treasury,if necessary through a 
loan at home or abroad, and a complete over- 
hauling of the national banking system. 

While acknowledging that the national banks 
of the United States are splendidly managed, 
m3 writer condemns the system as utterly 

The Statist insists that since the repeal of 
the Sherman act the most pressing need in 
United States finances is the reform of the 
banking system. It predicts a further fall of 
silver, ascribing the present steadiness of the 
market to the heavy repurchases made by the 
bearelement. English investors are advised 
to hold aloof from all transactions in Ameri- 
can securities. ‘*No solid advance of prices 
will be possible,” says the Statist, ‘* until 
the long liquidation shall have been gone 
through.” 


MATABELE WAR IN THE COMMONS,

GENDARMES AND PEASANTS KILLED. 


Desperate Fight in a Hungarian Village 
" Over an Attempted Eviction, 

Bupa Pxstn, Nov. 3.—The Village of Kai- 
jano, inthe Agram district, was the scene 
today of a desperate fight between gendarmes 
and a number of the villagers and peasants in 
the vicinity. A bailiff went toa mill in the 

village for the purpose of evicting the miller 
and to demolish the mill, the ground on which 
it stood being wanted for other purposes by 
its owner. The villagers and peasants were 
aware that a writ had been issued, and 
as their sympathies were on the side of the 
_miller they kept a close watch to prevent the 
bailiff if possible from serving the writ. “The 
latter, fearing trouble, had a lot of gendarmes 
detailed to protect him in the performance of 
his duty. When they arrived at.the mill this 
morning they found a large crowd awaiting 
them. When the bailiff attempted to serve 
the writ he was set upon by the crowd and 
handled roughly. The gencarmes, all other 
means failing to restore order, were com- 
manded to fire into the crowd, which they 
did, killing four of the villagers. Some of 
the crowd had pist6ls and they returned the 
fire, killing two gendarmes. Five gendarmes 
and the bailiff were wounded. There is great 
excitement in the village and it may be neces- 
sary to call on the military to restore order. 


_TAAFE SEEMS TO BE OUT FOR GOOD. 


Talks to Deputies as if He Did Not Expect 
to Return to Power, 

Vrexna, Nov. 3.—Count Taafe met the 
leaders of the Polish and Conservative Depu- 
ties today to confer with them as to the polit- 
ical situation. Hespokeas if there was no 
prospect of his return te power. He com- 
mended Prince Windisch-Graetz as the best 
man to succeed him. The prince, he said, 
et joyed the confidence of the coalition parties 
in the Reichsrath, besides being on good terms 
with the Hun politicians. 

* Emperor Francis Joseph this evening re- 
quested Prince Windisch Graetz to form a 
Cabinet. 

German Liberals met in a public hall today 
to discuss the party’s attitude towards Taafe 
and suffrage reform. Only persons who had 
been invited were admitted, The proceed- 
ings had hardly begun when 800 Socialists 
stormed the hall. They burst in the doors 
and marched down the aisle shouting for 

. universal suffrage. A dozen policemen who 
were called ordered the Socialists to leave the 
hall, but without effect. Acompany of police 
was summoned and charged with drawn 
sabers. Most of the German Liberals had 
left by this time, but the Socialists still re- 
fused to go. Aftera fight at close quarters 
they were driven out. 

Forty-five Socialists and eight policemen 
were injured. Several men were arrested, 

The German Liberals were to hold their 
meeting in the Ronacher Music Hall. Many 
Socialists had gathered in the neighborhood 
long before the hour of opening. ‘The first 
Liberals to arrive were jeered and 
hooted. Police protection was, called for 
and . twelve men were stationed at 
the entrance to keep back the Socialists. 
Some 300 German Liberals had gathered and 
began the proceedings when the crowd out-, 
side got beyond all control. The Socialists 
drowned the voices inthe hall by shouting: 
‘* Down with the Liberals!’ ‘* Drive out the 
dogs!’ “Beat the dogs!” ‘ Crush the ene- 
mies of the people!” 

The leaders of the crowd started the labor 
hyinn beginning “Heil arbeit,” and all 
joined in the song and then charged the en- 
trance to the buiiding. 

The police were swept aside, but they fol- 
lowed the rioters through the smashed doors 

-and up into the hall. When the reinforce- 
ments arrived they did not even make a show 
of moderation, but began hacking right and 
left with their sabers. The rioters tried to 
drive the police from the hall, but their on- 
set was met with swinging swords. As 
they left the building the police followed, 
roe every rioter in reach. Men with 
gashed faces and bloody clothes came running 
from the doors and fled down the streets. 
Shopkeepers in the neighborhood, fearing a 
general riot, closed their shutters and put up 
‘their night doors. News of the fight spread 
so rapidly that when the main body 
of Socialists reached the station 
they found a thousand men there ready to 
help against the police. They tried 
to make a stand, but the pvulice, rein- 
forced by two more companies, charged reso- 
iutely. The rioters retired slowly, fighting 
every inch of ground and carrying most of 
their wounded with them, The mob reassem- 
bled several times during the evening and 
menaced the police. They Were dispersed, 
however, after repeated conflicts.

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IT SPOILED JIM LANE’S SPEECH. 


One Reminiscence of the Memorable Times 
. “ Before de Wah.” 

G. A. Cutler in Los Angeles (Cal.) Times: 
The recent Irrigation Congress which met 
in Los Angeles last week was not only a fine. 
looking body, but apparent.y contained a 
more than ordinary share of brainy men. 
Twoof the prominent members were old- 
time Kansans and identified with the struggle 
for freedom in the days of “ bleeding Kan- 
sas.’’ Col, Hinton was one of the early emi- 
grants, a slim, boyish Englishman, who 
dropped his hs when needed auu put them in 
when they were not required. He came to 
the Territory as corresponcent of a leadi 
Eastern paper, and, excepting perhaps Red. 
path or Gov. Robinson, was the most pro- 
nounced Abolitionist in the Territory. 

One day we were holdinga meeting at Law- 
rence to consider a proposition sent in by 
Gov. Shannon looking to the settlement of 
difficulties in which all of the concessions 


upon which there seeméd to be considerabie 
diversity of opinion. One speaker had just 
concluded a very conservative speech, when 
Hinton sprang upon a chair and shouted: 
** Gentlemen, this will never do! What will 
it lead to if we accede to this?

Seeing the ease with which large bodies of 
pro-sluavery men could be brought over from 
the border counties of Missouri to fight us and 
then returp to their homes, and feeling our 
inability tocope numerically with thie kind 
of warfare, we determined to recruit our

At all the principal towns en. route we Held 
public meetings, which were largely attended,

HISTORY OF THE CRONIN MURDER. 


Brief Details of the Crime for Which 
Coughlin Was Sentenced. 

The assassination of Dr. P. H. Cronin caused 
one of the most profound sensations known 
in criminal annals. The prominence of the 
victim and of some of those connected with 
his murder aroused the greatest interest in 
both America and Great Britain. Dr. Cronin 
disappeared from his’ home, No. 472 North 
Clark street, Saturday, May 4, 1889. No 
notice was taken of the matter for a couple of 
days, when on May 6 the newspapers took 
up the case and commented on his strange 
disappearance. Some of his friends, among 
them being Framk Scanian, John F. Scanlan, 
and T. T. Conklin, bedame ‘alarmed and noti- 
fied Police Captain M, J. Shaack of the East 
Chicago Avenue Station. Every effort was 
made to find the mnissing doctor without avail. 
While the search was being prosecuted sever- 
al startling events oceaurred which fully estab- 
lished the fact that a most foul murder had 
been committed. 

The Sunday morning after the disappear- 
ance of Dr. Cromn three men who were on 
their way to shoot ducks found a latge trunk 
soaked with blood and partly filled with blood- 
stained cotton in a femce corner near Sulzer 
street, in Lake View. The trunk wag taken to 
the Lake View Police Station. May 22 Nich- 
olas Resch, John Finnegan, and William 
Michaels, laborers employed by the City of 
Lake View, found the nude body of & man in 
a sewer catch-basin at Evanston avenue and 
North Fifty-ninth gtréet. The body was cov- 
ered with wounds and ia towel was wrapped 
tightly around the throat. + It was identitied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Conklin and others as the 
body of Dr. Cronin. — 

In the meantime the police had been active 
and made the following discoveries: ” About 8 
o'clock on the ni of the murder a man 
called atthe Conklin residence, where Dr. 
Cronin lived, and pregented the business card 
of Patrick O'Sullivan an ice dealer at Bos- 
worth avenue and street. He said one 
of Mr. O’Sullivan’s é@mployés had been in- 
jured and asked the doctor to lend his assist- 
ance. The doctor fixed up his instrument 
case and accompanied the man to the street, 
where a buggy wasin waiting. That was the 
last time he was ever seen alive by his friends. 
The detectives found that O'Sullivan had 
made a contract with the doctor to give 
medical assistance to his employés.

Parvenu millionaires cannot buy 
their way into Austrian society as they can into 
that of nearly every capital of Europe. 
It is a society, therefore, with certain titles to 
respect, though, like every aristocracy, it has 
its signs of degeneracy. ‘One of these is the 
national type known as the ‘Trottel,”’ a 
ninny who has his counterpart in every coun- 
try, though he seems to be particularly of- 
fensive in Austria: 

Whereas, the English aristocratic “loafer” is 

enerally hysically robust, if not athletic, the 

ustrian *“* Trottel” is usually an effeminate-!ook- 
ing creature, with hair parted down the middle, 
a pinched low forehead, little eves close together, 
sunk in his head, and a vacant grin, displaying 
aggressive teeth, set in a long, straight, narrow 
jaw. A dreadful type is this; an endless ocean of 
stupidity. One would never for a moment imagine 
him to be possessed of physical courage (which, 
however, is an attribute of all Austrians), for he 
tries his utmost to make you doubt it by wearing 
silver and gold bangles round his wrist. Un- 
fortunately, it is rare that he esses kind 
friends to save him in time. is wae different 
with the English bangle-wearing subaltern who 
joined a well-known cavalry regiment (Twenty- 
first Hussars), and who was first advised and 
then warned to take the baubles off, but heeded 
not. One evening at mess the Colone) called to 
the servant: “ Bring the champagne nippers"’; 
and off went the bangles. 

It does not surprise one to find that, all 
aristocratic class prejudice notwithstanding, 
there is perhaps no country in which more 
romantic love marriages are made between 
the highest and humblest than -in Austria. 
The many instances of this among the Haps- 
burg family are well known. Was there not 
once, and that not so very long ago, an Arch- 
duke who married the duughter of a toll-gate 
coliector? He saw her pretty face peoping 
out as he passed by and he came back an 
wedded her. Among the Austrian aris- 
tocracy the number of such matches 
is iegion, while in republican but so- 
cially more conservative France such a thing 
as the marriage of an actress into the nobility 
is almiost unknown, The famous dancer, Tag- 
lioni, became Princess Windischgraetz; Char- 


‘lotte Wolter, tragédienne, has long been a 


Countess Suilivan; Princess Lori Schwarzen- 
berg was originally a singer, Sophie Lowe by 
name; Marie Marberg, the actress, is now a 
Countess Westphal; Countess Schoenfeld is 
the daughter of an actress. A Prince Liech 
tenstein is married toa fascinating widow of 
humble birth. The late Princess Batthyany 
was the daughter ofa Hebrew banker. The 
beautiful womenvof thé people are ever re- 
ceiving the legitimate homage of Austria’s 
nobility, and no raceof women ure more 
fitted to evoke it. 

The author pays a tribute to Austrian wom- 
en who, even when frail,are rarely venal. 
The absence of the slavish adoration of 
wealth and position by these women is one of 
the causes of the quiet, contented social life 
that is so widely existent in Austria. The 
Austrian wife is said by the present observer 
to be far more of a companion to her hus- 
band than is usually the case in Germany. 
There is less distance between the mental 
culture of nmanand wifethan in Germany. 
Austrian husbands often take the responsi- 
bilities of married life too light- 
ly, particularly in not sufficiently 
watching the education of their children. 
Whatever domestic discipline existsin Austria 
is mostly due to the mother. An Austrian 
mother can rarely refuse her sonsany request. 
Hence they are partly responsible for much 
of the weakness which adheres to Austrian 
manhood through life. 

But if the Austrian woman’s warmth of heart 
is the source of herindulgence, as it is of her 
passionate nature, it also shows itselfin a rare 
capacity for * forgiving,” as many Austrian hus- 
bandscan vouch. The Empress-Queen, Maria 
Theresa, was a true Austrian woman in this 
respect. Coming from the deathbed of her hus- 
band, the Emperor Francis, to whom, notwith- 
standing his gallantry, she had ever been de- 
votedly attached, she met Princess Auersperg, 
who was su to have been her rival in her 
husband's affections. Maria Theresa possessed 
greatness of soul enough to say to her: “ My 
dear Princess, we have both lost much.”’

He ap- 
plies himself desperately to practical and 
often superfluous tasks in order that ‘‘ they ”’ 
may learn to vaiue his services and let him 
stay. His efforts are pathetically futile. He 
finally makes the mistake of planting some 
of the hoarded seed potatoes on a day when a 
“black frost’? comes up. by re- 
morse, and unable to endure the reproaghes 
of his family, he sets out for a seaport town. 
Months later the’ news of his death there, in 
the workhouse infirmary, is brought to Lis- 
connel by a passing — ler. 

Another strong sketch is “‘Herself.’”’ The 
bright, cheery, ingenious woman described 
sees her three children go to America. Then 
her husband dies. She lives on alone in her

American Government. 

The ‘“ Practical Essays.on American Gov- 
ernment,”’ by’ Albert Bushnell Hart, which 
have just been published by Longmans, Green 
& Co., were printed originaily between 1887 
and 1892 1n the Aflantic Monthly, Journal of 
Economics, and other magazines. The sub- 
jects discussed include the colonial town- 
meeting and the colonial shire, the Chilean 
controversy, the poe land policy of the 
United States, civil service reform, the exer- 
cise of the suffrage, and the rise of American 
cities. Oneof them, on “The Speaker as 
Premier,”’ which was printed in 1891, after 
describing the great powers which have been 
gradually conferred upon the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives and the 
giving inability of that pay to 

eal with the mass of legislation 
thrown upon it, he says that an important 
step has been taken towards curing the de- 
fects of, the Congressional system within the 
last few years by making the Speaker and a 
few other leading members of his party a 
committee to decide upon an order of busi- 
ness—to determine what bills shall be taken 
up and when. This committee, known as the 
Committee on Rules, on which the minority 
has two members, who are merely dummies, 
contributed greatly to the dispatch of busi- 
ness in the Fifty-first or Reed Congress, and 
has proved to be so useful that it cannot be 
dispensed with. The comparative ease with 
which the present House has done a con- 
siderable amount. of business is due _ to 
the fact that instead of allowing Chairmen 
of committees to struggle for the floor, the 
Speaker and his party associates have made 
out an order of business and put it onouee 
The systematic way in which House l[eégisia- 
tion is being carried on is in striking contrast 
with the methods of the Senate, With the 
sole exception of the one relating to the 
Chilean controversy these essays are as in- 
toneotng and suggestive as when they first ap- 

red, 

“The Making of Virginia and the Middle 
Colonies, 1578-1701,’’ by Samuel Adams 
Drake, is similar in plan to ‘* The Making of 
New England’ and **The Making of the 
Great West.” Like them, it is intended to 
meet ** the want for brief, compact, and handy 
manuals of the beginnings of our country,” 
which, though designed for school or home 
instruction, -may also be of interest to gen- 
eral readers. This book, which is divided into 
five parts, deals first, with the history of Vir- 
ginia, commencing with Raleigh’s earliest at- 
tempts at Tera,» and second with that of 
the founding of ryland. The history of 
that province is concluded with the treaty 
made with the Six Nations in 1744, which 
serves as a prelude to a brief account of that 
warlike confederation. The third part relates 
to the settlement of New York and New Jer- 
sey, and the fifth to the colonies founded on 
the Delaware by the Swedes, Dutch, and En- 
glish. Numerous maps and illustrations add 
to the value and ‘attractiveness of a useful 
book. (Charles Scribner’s Sons.) 


Philosophical and Religious. 

** An Historical Interpretation of Philoso- 
phy.”’ This volume is the production of John 
Bascom, late President of Wisconsin Uni- 
versity and author of many works on mental, 
social, and religious philosophy. Dr, Bascom 
is a somewhat adventurous thinker, who 
strikes out boldly, but generally arrives at 
safe results. In the department of mental 
philosophy he is a safer guide than in moral 
and religious philosophy. But in every de- 
partment he writes with discrimination and 
force, and challenges the attention of all 
thoughtful and unprejudiced readers. The 
present volume may be regarded as a critical] 
review of the history of philosophy from its 
earliest period to the present day. In the 
preface the author says: ‘Our aim is simply 
to make, in as brief a compass as 
possible, a contribution toa clearer under- 
standing of the facts of philosophy in their 
dependence on each other, in the conclu- 
sions to which they naturally lead.”” In pur- 
suance of this object he takes a general sur- 
vey of ancient and European naman Ha dy di- 
viding his historic review into three parts, (1) 
Ancient apg covering the three peri- 
ods of Greek one A (2) Medieval Phi- 
losophy; (3) Modern ilosophy, from Sir 
Francis Bacon onward, He traces carefuily 
the relations of each system of philosophy to 
its historical successor, and comes out with a 
statement of his own system, which is, 
Constructive Realism, as contradistinguished 
to materialism on the one hand, and idealism 
on the other hand, and also differing from the 
natural realism of Dr. McCosh. Dr. Bas- 
com plants himself on a middle ground be- 
tween the extremes to one or another of 
which the foregoing philosophies have been 
always tending, seems to show that his 
system e:nbraces all the facts by which specu- 
lative philosophers have so | kept oscillat- 
ing from one extreme to the partial 
views of facts apparently favoring their ap 
site or at least unsa conclusions.

“Pleasure and Progress.” 
In a pamphlet of 400 pages entitled ‘* Pleas- 


jure and Progress,” published by the Truth 


Seeker company of New York, Albert M. Lo- 
renz discusses the relation-of man’s uppetites 
to his real enjoyments. He attempts to prove 
that the pursuit of pleasure is the siné qua non 
of intellectual, moral, and social develop- 


‘ment, and thatthe promotion of pleasure is 


the duty of philanthropy and statesmanship. 
The author covers a great deal of ground, and 
with sentences which are almost uniformly so 
short that they suggest the possibility of an 
effort to write blank verse, each line of which 
should end with a period. The author makes 
many statements of fact, only to lead up to 
conclusions which are open to question. and 
some of which are decidedly erroneous. 
For. ‘instance, he admits that civilized 
man has progressed to a greater liberty 
in rehgion and government than of 
yore, but says that “in commerce leaders 
are becoming ubsolute masters and followers 
are becoming abject slaves. Wherever capi- 
talism isin vogue the baleful influences of 
despotism are becoming apparent. Capital- 
ists are beginning to rely for success less on 
ingenious contrivances and more on contrac- 


,tion of wages. The degradation of the work- 


man is even more pronounced than that of 
the capitalist. All opportunities to advance 
are foreclosed. It is most emphatically true 
that the average worker cannot obtain a posi- 
tion that educates his nc blest faculties. He 


fosters only the tractability of ¢slaves.”’” And 


much more to the same purpose. 

But while the author seems to think the con- 
dition of the workinginan tends to grow worse 
and that of the capitalist more dictatorial and 
oppressive he is entitled to the credit of re- 
pudiating socialism as a curd for the evil. He 
says: ‘Socialism would rob diligence and 
reward indolence, impoverish frugality and 
enrich extravagance, despoil ingenuity and 
aggrandize stupidity.

IOWA CAPTAIN’S DESPERATE VALOR. 


Bravest or Foolhardiest Deed of the Rebel 
‘ WareAn Amazing Act. 
T. J. Mackey in Los Angeles (Cal.) Times: 


The lines of the Union army were closing 


around Petersburg like a shroud of iron when 
Gen. Lee resolved to break and drive them 
back, if possible. To that end, he ordered an at- 
tack inforce to be made on Gen, Grant's 
line of circumvallation July 19, 1864. 

The point selected for assault was in the 
vicinity of an old country inn called ‘* The 
Yellow Tavern. ’’ 

The order was that the attack should be 
made just before the dawn of day, the time 
most! favorable for a surprise, ‘‘ When deep 
sleep falleth on men.” It was the experience, 
however, of many Confederate officers, 
charged with the a of attacking in the 
gray of the morning that it was difficult to 
bring their troops into line at that early hour. 
Although they were generally, * but in the 
gristle and not yet hardened into the bone of 
manhood,”’ they were in one sense, at least, 
not of the risipg generation. 

Hence it was that Gen. Johnston Hagood, 
whose brigade of South Curolinians was as- 
signed to the right of the attacking force, 
found that daylight had broken before he 
could align his command. Gen. Hagood was 
as true a soldier as ever drew sword in 
battle; to him the path of duty was the path 
of honor, and,‘ although he saw that his 
brigade was in plain view of the Union troops, 
who had already manned their intrenchments, 
he ordered it to advance to the assault. It had 
to cross a space of about 250 yards in width, 
which had an undulating surface, and, the 
broken nature of the ground afforded some 


shelter until it debouched upon a level high- 


way within seventy yards of the works. 

It then met with a terrific fire of artillery 
and rifles, but it was com of seasoned 
veterans, and it never faltered. Where the 
dead fell the living swept and their leveled 
bayonets soon sparkled within twenty feet of 
the line of intrenchments. There the brigade 
came to an involuntary halt, for before it lay 
a wide deep ditch, half full of water, which it 
had no means ofcrossing. Unableto advance, 
and yet unwilling to retreat without orders, 
every soldier delivered his hopeless fire with 
the energy of despair. 

Asa merciful suggestion.no doubt prompted 
by admiration for a body of brave men, 
doomed otherwise to certain slaughter, the 
Union soldiers called out to them to surren- 
der.| but the call was unheeded. At that 
deadly juncture, a mounted officer was seen 
to emerge from the sally port of an earth- 
work at a_ reéntering angle of the line 
of intrenchments nearly opposite to the cen- 
ter of the brigade. He galloped upsto the 
color-bearer of the —— South Carolina Regi- 
ment, and holding out his right hand demand- 
ed the surrender of the colors, Although 
mounted the uniform and shoulder-straps of 
the daring Union officer indicated that he was 
a Captain of infantry. He was apparently 
about 30 years of age, with a noble and hand- 
some face, and tall, heroic form, 

The Color-Sergeant, seemingly dazed, or 
perhaps paralyzed by the sublime effrontery 
of the demand, surrendered the colors. 

The flag was especially dear to the regi- 
ment, for it had been presented by the ladies 
of the district in which the regiment was 
raised, and it had been borne aloft with honor 
on many battlefields. It was a State flag, with 
the arms of South Carolina upon it, and a 
counterpart of that which the famous Pal- 
metto Regiment in the Mexican war: had 
plauted on the walls of the capital of Mexico, 
the first foreign flag to wave there since the. 
time of Cortez. That it should have been de- 
livered up to a single foeman, when there was 
a thousand men—all veteran soldiers—to de- 
fend it, and the thrust of a bayonet or the 

yulling of a trigger could have disposed of 

im, was past all understanding. I have 
thought that perhaps, being sorely perplexed, 
with their comrades falling fast-all around 
them, they may have thought at the moment 
that the delivery of the flag was intended as a 
signal to the troops in the trenches to cease 
bee At any rate they lost their heads for 
t once. 


Not so, however, was it with Gen. Hagood, - 


who was distant about seventy-five yards and 
saw with amazement the surrender of the flag. 
He was on foot, his horse having been shot 
under him, and he came forward on a run to 
intercept the officer who was riding slowly 
aiong the front of the regiment, obliquing 
somewhat toward his own lines. Gen, Ha- 

, On coming up with him, seized the 


g 
bridle of the horse, and leveling his cocked 


revolver at the Captain’s breast said to him: 
“Give me that flag, sir!’’y The answer was: 
‘*Who are you?”” The General replied: ‘I 


command this brigade. I admire your brav- 


ery. Give me the flag and you shall re- 
turn unmolested to your own lines.” 
The Captain, who had furled the flag and was 
holding it upright with the ferrule of the staff 
resting on the pommel of his saddle, re- 
sponded: ** General, you had better surrender 
to me yourself, k behind you!” The 
General looked tothe rear and saw that a 
large force which had sallied from the in- 
trenchments on his left was moving to cut off 
his retreat, all other commands having re- 
tired from the fruitless assault. Turning to 
the defiant Captain, he exclaimed: ‘* Once 
more, sir, will you give up that flag?’ The 
answer was 1n a loud tone, *“ Never!’’ With 
the answer Gen. Hagood fired and the officer 
fell, shot through the breast. He still grasped 
the flagstaff as he fell backward, and it was 
wrested from his grasp. The General mounted 
his horse and ordered a retreat, which was ef- 
fected with the loss of nearly on@half of the 
brigade. 

The captured horse was killed on the re- 
treat by a shot from the Union lines, and as 
he fell he kicked out his heels, and, as if to 
avenge his fallen master, struck Dr. Taylor, 
the brigade surgeon, in the head, inflicting a 
wound from the effects of which he never 
entirely recovered, 

Often within the lines at Petersburg, 
around many a campfire, Confederate 
soldiers discussed the strange incident of the 
flag surrendered at Yellow Tavern. How it 
was that such a famous regiment should have 
allowed its flag to be surrendered in batile to 
a force consisting of but one man was most 
puzzling. 

The occult power of hypnotism might have 
furnished a solution, but it was then unheard 
of, and is still unknown to the art of war. 

All agreed, however, that no braver deed 
was ever done than that of the Yankee 
captain who fell, still grasping the flag. 

i whs then a Captain of engineers in the 
Confederate army. Sixteen years later Gen, 
Hagood was the honored chief magistrate of 
the State of South Carolina, a worthy suc- 
cessor of many illustrious Carolinians who 
had held that high office. I was a Circuit 
Judge, and holding court at Columbia, and 
called on the Governor at the Capitol to pay 
my respects. I found him highly elated, and 
he said to me, as soon as I was seated: ** You 
recoliect that Federal officer that I was obliged 
to shoot in the battle of Yellow Tavern, to re- 
cover the flag? 

‘* Well, thank heaven, I did not kill him. 
He is still living. Here is aletter that I have 
just received from him. Please read it.’’ 

I read the letter with the deepest interest, of 
which the following is a copy: 

CounctL BuLurrs, la., Dec. 4, 1880.—Gon. John- 
ston Hagood, Columbia, 8S. C.—General: If I am 
correctly informed you are the Confederate offi- 
cer who shot me in the right breast in the battle 
of Yellow Tavern. The wound was inflicted to 
recover from me a regimental flag which had 
been surrendered to me by one of your color-bear- 
ers. I had apparently recovered entirely from it, 
but it has troubled me for some time, and I now 
find myself obliged to apply for a pension. 

As I was within your lines and out of sight of 
my comrades whén I was shot I am obli re- 
quest that you will aid me to prove I re- 
ceived the wound in the line of duty. 

You will do me a great favorif you will make 
affidavit stating the facts and forward it to me. 
Piease state also that you have no interest in my 
claim, ham, General, yours respectfully, 

Ames Bariey, 

Late Captain Fourth Iowa Volunteer Infantry. 

Iam unable to state the entire contents of 
the affidavit, but I note this paragraph: 

Capt. Bailey received the wound described 
while in the faithful discharge of his duty as a 
soldier.

A million bushels of wheat were received at 
eight primary markets yesterday, and this 
continued big movement was the most inter- 
esting thing in the trade.

The 
market perhaps suffered some from lack of 
speculation, the volume of business proving 
but moderate, with local professionals the 
chief participants. There was much inquiry 
regarding the probable movement in the 
Northwest during the next few weeks. Some 
well authenticated advices pointed to a con- 
tinuance of the big receipts, while others in- 
sisted just as strenuously that farmers’ deliv- 
eries have already fallen off, and that this will 
be proved in smaller arrivals at Duluth and 
Minneapolis before many aays. With the 
price so low the crowd was rather favorably 
disposed toward the bull side. Champlin and 
Ream bought moderately, but there was little 
distinctive trade on either side. Aside from the 
big receipts there was little in routine news to 
affect values.

| MOE RATES BREAK. 


BANKERS WITH AOOUMULATING DE- 
POSITS DISPOSED TO OUT RATES, 


Call Leans Have Been Made as Low as 4 
Per CenteCash Reserve Probably Over 
50 Per-Cent—Street Railways Again ad- 
vance Sharply~Earnings for October 
Show Increase of $91,000 on West Side 
and $88,000 on North Side=Lake Street 
Elevated Mortgage—Lower Sterling. 


Rates for money are rapidly softening. The 
bankers wili still say that the range is 6 to 7 
per cent, but if that is the nominal rate excep- 
tions are becoming 80 numerous asto be al- 
most the rule, Some of those exceptions vary 
widely from the nominal rate. It can be 
stated positively that bank loans have been 
made on call as lowas 4 percent. It is true 
that ‘such a rate isa decidedly exceptional 
one, but it is nevertheless interesting as indi- 
cating the tendency. There is considerable 
call money at 5 and strong borrowers with 
gilt-edge collaterals need not experience great 
difficulty in - getting money: at that fig- 
ure. One reason that the borrowing 
demands are so small is that a greunt 
many borrowers loaded up with time money 
the moment they emerged from the crisis of 
last summer and were able to get money on any 
terms. This places them out of the borrowing 
market at present. The demand from commer- 
cial quarters is séant too. . With this small de- 
mand on one side and steadily-accumulating de- 
posits on the other 1t is natural that rates should 
begin to give way. A good many bankers aro ad- 
mitting that the Jogic of the situation points to 
lower rates. They say they will be slow about 
making reductions, however, because they do not 
believe that reduced rates will increase the de- 
mand, and therefore the reduction of rates will 
simply mean a reduction of their income without 
any adequate compensation in the way of in- 
creased business. Such rates as 4 per cent on 
call money are of course kept pretty quiet. and 
even 5 percent is not publicly offered. There 
can be no question, however, about these rates 
baving been mad@, The banks of Chicago will prob- 
ably average more than 50 per cent cash reserve. It 
is natural that an occasional bank should grow res- 
tive under this accumulation of idle money and that 
they should cut rates in order to get out some of it. 

Again there wae littie sympathy between the Chi- 
cago and the New York speculative market. New 
in the main was heavy, although after all when the 
result of the day’s trading was looked at itis seen 
that the bears got little if any net advantage, watte 
the short interests must have been rgeereney Ane 
creased.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


ENGLISH BROKERS SEEK TO PLAOE 
EXOESS LINES HERE. 


London Warehouses Have Become Target 
Risks=The Electric Hazard Due to Im- 
perfect Insulation—Uniformity in Plate 
Glass Insurance Business Being Se- 
cured=Niagara General Agency to Be 


Taken Up=General News in the Insur- 


ass World, 


London, England, is now experiencing the 
shortage in fire insurance facilities with which 
the chief American cities are at present strug- 
gling. Webster, Wiley & de Roode received a 
lotter yesterday from one of the oldest brokerage 
firms in London asking whether American com- 
panies could be had to protect excess lines upon 
London warehouse risks. The recent great fire 
in the district known as St. Mary Axe has ma- 
terially altered the writings of the home compa- 
nies, and there would seem to be room for the or- 
ganization of new companies to make avail of 
the improved rates and vractices which must 
inevitably follow the present peculiar situation 
in insurance affairs all over the world. 


Hazard from Imperfect Insulation. 
A Chicago man who is familiar with electrical 
matters writes as follows: 


The last year has been one of dire disaster to in- 
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Uniformity in Plate-Glass Business. 


The plate-glass insurance people seem to be 
coming into line throughout the country-as well 
as locally. For some time an effort has been 
made in the direction of adopting a uniform pol- 
icy form. Henry Harteall, President of the 
Metropolitan Plate-Glass Insurance company of 
New York, is quoted as ng * All the plate- 
giass insurance companies in the country will 
soon be using a standard policy which will apply 

ually to all the different States. While the 

adoption of : such a uniform policy will have no 
direet effect upon existing rates several proposi- 
tions were discussed at our recent meeting as to 
the advisability of adopting a more sauitahis 
schedule. e intend, however, to do everything 
in our power to discourage the pernicious rebate 
system which has slong in vogue. All the 
companies propose to give seoue a reasonable 
and paying commission, which they do not now 
receive on account of this rebate system. One of 
the features of the new potter will be the inser- 
tion of a clause exempting the companies from 
damage arising from premature blastings.”

There are thirty-eight Republican Alder- 
men in the Chicago City Council and thirty 
Democrats.

Yesterday the thirty Democrats met in 
caucus, every member Of the party in the 
Council being-present. The thirty agreed to 
support Ald. John McGillen for Mayor, Ald. 
MecGillen is Chairman of the Democratic 
County Campaign committee, and doubt- 
less was selected for Mayor pro tem. 
because it is believed the election would 
aid him in the work of the cam- 
paign he is conducting against the elec- 
tion of Judge. Joseph E. Gary and his associ- 
ates onthe Republican ticket, There is no 
wavering in the Democratic ranks. The Dem- 
ocratic Aldermen are united for McGillen. 
They intend to elect him, and they boast they 
will receive the assistance of the five Repub- 
licans necessary for that purpose. 

This would mean wavering in the Repub- 
lican ranks. The Council meets for action to- 
day. Canit be that there is one among the 
thirty-eight Republican Aldermen so lacking 
in honor, so faithless, so disloyal, so recreant, 
and so lost to shame as to aid in the election 
of the Chairman of the Democratic Campaign 
committee as Mayor of Chicago three days 
before an important and crucial election? 
There can’ be no possible excuse for 
such conduct. Mr, Swift, the Republican 
nominee, is in-every way, mentally, morally, 
socially, at least the equal of Mr, McGillen.

The Atlanta Journal,a Democratic paper 
controlled by the Secretary of the Interior, 
says that the death of Mayor Harrison leaves 
Altgeld the only avowed Democratic candi- 
date for the United States Senate in Illinois, 
and goes on to plead with the Democrats of 
this State after the following fashion: 


The election of Altgeld would bea disgrace to 
the Democratic party.. The man who pardoned 
the murderous Anarchists is not worthy to sit in 
the Senate. We cannot believe that the Demo- 
crats ofa State where there are so many able 
and true men among the Democratic leaders 
will single out Altgeld asthe recipient of their 
highest honor.

If the resolution 
authorizing the committee to sit during the 
adjournment had been passed as originally 
submitted the majority, if it ‘had seen fit, 
could have secured publicity for its bill and 
for the report which will accompany it, before 
the minority had had a chance to study the 
measure and to prepare its views concerning 
it. As amended by Mr. Reed, both sides will 
be presented fully to the people at about the 
same time. The minority is given ten days 
in which to make its report. This is ample 
time for the Republican members of the com- 
mittee to understand the tariff question thor- 
oughly.  , | 

It would be an excellent idea if the Demo- 
crats on the committee, could get their bill 
finished by the 20th of this month and if it 
could be printed then With the defense of the 
majority and the criticism of the minority. 
Then the people would have a chance to 
study it before Congress began to act. Then 
the manufacturers of competitive goods would 
have an opportunity to figure out how much 
they would have to cut the high protection 
wages in order that they might be able to 
make head ayainst the sharper foreign coin- 
petition. Then they could let their workmen 
know what the extent of those reductions 
would be and the latter could decide whether 
they were prepared to accept them quietly or 
preferred to appeal to Congress not to make 
tariff changes which would reduce their 
wages. Mr. Reed stated that whatever bill 
was prepared by the majority ‘is going to 
be modified according to the carefully formined 
opinion of the people of this country.’’ In 
order that there may be such an opinion the 
people should have ample time to consider 
the bill. 

If the Northern Democrats are wise they 
will consult their constituents before they 
rush through a tariff bill prepared by and ac- 
ceptable to the Southern members of their 
party. They will bear in mind the fact that 
there is to be an election for Congressmen a 
year hence, and .that if the Democratic 
tariff measure does not meet with the ap- 
proval of the workingmen of Northern cities 
a great many seats in the House held now by 
Democrats will be filled by Republicans. 


THE GERMAN BUILDING IN LINCOLN 
PARK, 

The report that the South Park Commis- 
sioners, to whom the German Building in 
Jackson Park was offered by the German 
Government, are disinclined to accept it has 
inspired some of the American citizens of 
German birth who live on the North Side with 
the idea of securing it for Lincoln Park. It 
is estimated that if the building were donated 
it would cost only about $55,000 to reérect 
it there. There would not be the slightest 
difficulty about raising that amount, or more 
were it needed, among the North Side Ger- 
mans, 

It is not likely that the Lincoln Park Com- 
missioners would object to providing a site 
for what would be an additional attraction. 
The German Building is the showiest and the 
most striking of those erected by the foreign 
governments represented at the Fair. Some 
architects might criticise it because it isa 
sort of architectural medley. It is a com- 
pendium of the various styles of architecture 
which have prevailed in Germany during suc- 
cessive centuries and which never were seen 
in one and the same building before. There 
is nothing in that, however, to offend the peo- 
ple generally. The richness and quaintness 
of design, the elaboration of the details, its 
imposing presence, the mottoes and the de- 
vices attract them greatly. Germans are 
pleased the most, of course, but the structure 
has had its hosts of American-born admirers. 

Lincoln Park is not so small-but what the 
Commissioners ought to be able to find room 
in it somewhere for the German Building, as 
they have for that ofthe Academy of Sciences, 
nor will it be difficult to find a use forit. It 
would not take long to fill it with interesting 
articles illustrative of German manners and 
customs, arts and industries. It could be 
made an epitome of German life within, as 
it is of German architecture without. 

If the building is to be in any park, that on 
the North Side is entitled to it, for that di- 
vision is preéminently the German one and 
its German residents would take an active 
interest in adding to the attractiveness of the 
interior of the building, which they would not 
were it situated in some other part of the city. 
Therefore if the South Park Commissioners 
decide that they will have enough buildings 
without this one, the Lincoln Park Commis- 
sioners ought not to reject it, if tendered 
them. It is true that during the closing weeks 
of the Expusition their park was so crowded 
with people, especially Sundays, that it 
looked as if there was not a square foot of 
room to spare, but it cannot be difficult for 
them to finda good site for as attractive a 
building as this German one. 


MR. DEPEW’S ALLEGED PLAGIARISM. 

The genial Chauncey M. Depew, Chicago's 
stepson, has cleared his skirts of the charge 
of plagiarism recently instituted against him. 
Tus Trisvune’s readers may recall that about 
a year ago Mr. E. T. Jeffery, President of the 
Denver and Rio Grande railroad, who is well 
known in this city, delivered an address be- 
fore the Railroad Men’s Association in New 
York City, and that Mr. Depew presided at 
the meeting. The address subsequently was 
published in pamphlet form. Upon the same 
occasion addresses were made by Mr. Tuttle 
of the New York and New Haven railroad and 
Mr. Depew, and these also were published. A 
few weeks since an article upon railroad prog- 
ress was printed in the St, Louis Globe-Demo- 
erat and the Denver News with Mr. Depew’s 
name at the end of it. It was a clumsy piece 
of literary patchwork, one-third of it being 
from Mr, Jeffery’s address, one-third from 
Mr, Tuttle’s, and the remainder from Mr. 
Depew’s. It now appears that the article was 
@ syndicate production. The three parts were 
cut from the original sources, the name of 
Mr. Depew was signed to them, and the hodge- 
podge then was sold-to the two papers men- 
tioned above and probably to others. Mr. 
Depew says: 

I have several times been the victim of such 
business, but never before in exactly this form. 
Something like a year agothe Western and South- 
western Press broke vut on me with a good deal 


of vigor because of an alleged article of mine on 
the labor question. Asi had made no doeliver- 


dicate conducted this dishonest operation 
and who. it was that forged Mr. Depew’s 
nome. As Mr, Depew claims that he 
has been imposed upon in @ similar way be- 
fore it may tend to throw discredit upon the 
syndicate business generally, as it may de- 
stroy confidence in the genuineness of syndic- 
ate articles. The syndicate in question which 
was guilty of manipulating this railroad arti- 
cle and imposing it upon newspapers should 
rise and explain, If Mr. Depew's statement 
be correct it was a dishonest piece of business. 
If it be incorrect the syndicate cannot lose 
any time in demonstrating that, fact.

The nothination of $50,000 Van Alen as Am- 
bassador at the Italian court was the first se- 
vere blow that the mugwumps received. The

THE “HERALD” FOR JUDGE GARY. 

Elsewhere Tue Trrsune prints an editorial 
from the last issue of the Chicago Herald giving 
reasons why Judge Joseph E. Gary should be 
reélected next Tuesday. Those reasons are 
eogent and convincing. While the appeal is 
directed in a special manner to the Demo- 
cratic readers of the Herald they are not the 
less addressed to Republican, independent, 
and non-partisan voters. In view of recent 
events in this city, as our Democratic con- 
temporary says, “ the cause of law and or- 
der, of protection against criminal inroads 
on the public peace, of the sanctity in which 
human life should be held, demands a new 
vindication ’’—through the reélection of Judge 
Gary. 

He is in no sensea partisan. On four differ- 
ant occasions he was made the candidate of 
Democrats as well as Republicans, and was re- 
dlected four times by a practically unanimous 
vote in this county.

He is op- 
posed by John Pardon Altgeld and his ragged 
regiment of Anarchists, Socialists, dema- 
gogues, and place men. He would now be 
the candidate of the Democratic party as well 
as of the Republican party but for the grudge 
which John Pardon Altgeld. bears against 
him. The pardon Governor utilized his posi- 
tion and his patronage to prevent Judge Gary’s 
nomination in the county. convention of 
Democratic heelers and ward strikers. He is 
using his position now in trying to prevent 
Judge Gary’s reélection. He hastaken up his 
quarters in this city to wreak vengeance on 
the man whose righteous decision prevented 
him from grabbing $26,000 from the public.

SILVER IN RUSSIA. 

The Russian Minister of Finance has taken 
a radicai position with regard to silver. He 
is reported to have ordered that at least for 
the last three months of this year the silver 
ruble shall be taken as worth only 55 
copecks in payment of customs duties which 
are payable in gold or its equivalent. As this 
order was issued when the paper ruble was 
accepted by the government at the rate of 60 
copecks the ruling has caused great surprise. 
It'is construed to mean that the Russian Gov- 
ernment wishes to throw the silver ruble out 
of the monetary system of the country. it is 
no wonder thatsome of the papers which re- 
port this action see in it reason for stating a 

mviction that the Minister ot Finance is a 
bitter enemy of silver. 

Furthermore that official is stated.to have 

consideration a plan the adoption of 
which would make gold the standard and 


cause nearly all the fractional coins to be 
ma of nickel. The idea is to eliminate sil- 
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Weekly suggests that nothing better could 


ver entirely as a metal which is not good and 


stable enough for standard money and too 
valuable for token money. The proposition 
is to have a monetary unit, perhaps called 
the * Russ,” worth about 25.7 cents of our 
(gold) money. There is to be a ten-Russ 
piece, containing nearly 60 grains of pure 
gold, and a twenty-Russ piece of double that 
value. Practically all other coin money 
would be made of aickel.. 

Whether or not this scheme be adopted the 
Russian monetary system must be regarded 
as havingan exclusively gold basis for the 
future, 
circulate will have only a commercial value, 
which is tantamount to saying it is not likely 
to pass at much above its bullion value after 
the system becomes fixed. The new regulation 
referred to has been in operation about a 
month, so that it was not made as a conse- 
quence of the passage of the repeal! bill in the 
United States, though its promulgation may 
have been decided.on because of an expecta- 
tion that the monthly purchase of silver would 
be discontinued by our guvernment, The 
measure cannot be regarded as favoring the 
hope of the silver men that the white metal 
will be adopted as a standard of money value 
in any part of the civilized world. 


ATTITUDE OF THE SILVERITES, 

Some of the men who fought in Congress 
for free silver monometallism, and were 
beaten, say they will carry the issue before 
the country. They profess to believe that the 
wishes of a majority of the people were not 
reflected yin the vote to repeal the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law. If they do really 
believe this they are laboring under a mis- 
take. But the probability is they understand 
with tolerable correctness the popular senti- 


“ment on the subject, and talk as reported only 


because unwilling to confess themselves in 
the wrong. It may be they are like the fellow 
who would not own up when he was con- 
quered, and needed to have a second beating 
administered before he would confess to hav- 
ing been worsted in the fight. 

There need be no question that the great 
majority of people in the United States are in 
favor of honest money. They want the money 
they receive for their labor, or such of the pro- 
ceeds of labor as they sell, to be good enongh 
to keep asa reserve for a rainy day. They 
have no desire for money that would depre- 
ciate on their hands, or even for money that 
would enable debtors to cheat their creditors, 
either at home or abroad. Any partial lean- 
ing they may have had toward free silver was 
due to a misapprehension. They were told by 
the silver advocates that free coinage would 
give them more money than they have now, 
while it carefully was concealed from them 
that the proposed change would lower the 
standard of values. They have been so long 
accustomed to seeing anything that is called a 
dollar pass as the equal of a dollar’s worth of 
gold that without understanding the way in 
which the currency is maintained at par by 
gold redemption many of the people failed to 
see that we rapidly were nearing the point at 
which such sustaining would become impos- 
sible. Butitis not true that the resulting 
popular apathy was evidence of public ap- 
proval of the wild scheme by which the silver 
monometallists would have made the country 
poor under the pretense of enriching it. 

‘The popular desire for honest money was 
recognized by each of the two great parties 
in their national platforms of last year. It 
would have been suicidal for eithér of them to 
declare in favor of driving out gold money 
by the adoption of a currency unit which 
would now be worth but little more than half 
the gold unit. Both declared that all dollars, 
whether of gold, silver, or paper, should have 
the same purchasing power, and gave no hint 
of a change in the unit of value. Undoubted- 
ly in this they voiced the sentiment of the 
great majority, leaving it to the compara- 
tively small minority of would-be repudiators, 
aided by a few financial cranks, to indorse 
the demands of the silver miners, The ex- 
perience of the last six months has demon- 
strated the wisdom of the declarations in 
favor of honest money, and has opened the 
eyes of many thousands to the danger which 
previously they did not apprehend. It has 
shown the necessity of calling a halt in the 
process of loading up the Treasury vaults 
with silver that had to be paid for with gold, 
and the obstreperous conduct of the free sil- 
ver Senators in fighting the repeal bill has 
not gained new friends to their failing cause. 

The principal argument made by these men 
was that the repeal would drive silver out of 
circulation. The facts between now and the 
next Congressional election will prove this 
plea to be false. The people will find they 
have just as many silver dollars, silver cer- 
tificates, and Treasury notes in circulation as 
before. They will find that the silver dol- 
lars and the paper based upon them are just 
as plentiful, and that there is no danger of 
their failing to pass at par. Hence they will 
conclude that the position was misrepresented 
grossly by the silver Senators, and when next 
they are asked for a vote on the subject they 
will evince a willingness to let well enough 
alone. They will be content with the money 
they have, and perfectly resigned to the fact 
that silver is selling on its merits, the same 
as wheat, corn, cotton, pork, and other 
natural.products of the United States, 


Some of the sensationally-disposed Demo- 
cratic politicians are trying to makea great 
fuss out of the fact that a special meeting of 
the Council has been called for today to elect 
an acting Mayor.

Chicago Herald: The recent act of a local out- 
law, involving a tragedy of the most deplorable 
character, appears to require a reconsideration 
ofthe question as to the duty of voters at the 
judicial election. The cause of law and order, af 
protection against criminal inroads on the public 
peace, of the sanctity in which human life should 
be held, demands a new vindication. There should 
be a new and emphatic declaration from the good 
citizenship of Chicago that the law shall be 
obeyed,’ that life and property shall be protected 
from desperadoes of the crank variety, that indi- 
vidual schemes-‘or contemplated conspiracies of 
murder and other crimes shall be stamped out by 
the foot of justice. 

Circumstances indelibly recorded in the his 
tory of Chicago have made Judge Joseph E. Gary

Condition of Industries. 


‘*‘ Industries could not be expected to make 
any material gain as yet in consequence of 
new financial conditions, but the demand for 
textile products has to some extent improved. 
Carefully scrutinized the increase of orders 
appears to be almost wholly due to the grad- 
ual exhaustion of stocks in the hands of deal- 
ers, wholesale or retail, and not as yet to any 
appreciable increase in sales {o consumers. 
The most astonishing shrinkage ever known 
in purchases by .consumers has been at the 
bottom of the prostration of trade and man- 
ufactures, and as yet thereis scarcely any sigan 
of improvement in‘that respect. But as re- 
tail stocks run short and in turn wholesale 
stocks are depleted the mills feel an increasing 
demand, mostly in the form of numerous 
small orders for immediate delivery. This 
kind of demand has kept many mills running 
during the last week, though the lack of 
orders has closed more textile mills than havo 
resumed. The sales of woo! have been mater- 
ially increased by purchases for some large 
worsted and dress goods works, presumably 
hecause they have orders for continued opera- 
tions, even though it may be for a short time 
only, ‘and the sales at the three,chief markets 
were 4,458,500 pounds, against 7,056,953 
last year, making for four weeks 13,665,652 


"pounds, against 29,031.953 for the same 


weeks this year. On the whole the market 
for textiles shows a little improvement. 


In the Metal Market, 


‘*The metal working industries manifest 
little gain us yet. ’ minor metais are 
weaker on the whole, though speculation lift- 
ed lead a trifle to 3.5c, but large sales after- 
wards occurred at 3.4c. Tin was depressed 
at 20.45c. Copper was sold at 9.75c for 
lake. As yet iron and steel manufacture 
shows scarcely any signs of recovery. There 
has been some increase, it is judged from 
printed reports, in the number of furnaces in 
blast, but the output still appears to largely 
exceed the consumption, and there is more 
pressure to sell pig-iron than to buy. The 
orders for finished products are still small 
and do not appear to be increasmg, and while 
at Pittsburg some orders have been secured 
from the cast by exceptionally low bids, and 
the Joliet works resume at the West, the prices 
quoted are on the wholé lower than last week. 
There is not much doing in steel rails, al-

CONDITIONS OF TRADE AT CENTERS. 


“Bradstreet’s” Reports Improvement in 
Fipancial Circles Due to Repeal. 

New York, Nov, 3.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: 

Telegraphic advices from many of the more im- 
portant business centers are that some effects of 
the passage of the silver purchase repeal law are 
reflected in an improved tone in financial cireles 
and the growth of confidence of merchants in the 
eutlook.

GEN. SHERIDAN’S TERRIBLE OATH. 


Little Phil’s Emphatic, Not to Say Sul- 
phurous, Language at Cedar Creek. 
Whee ve done—what to do--a glance told him 

oth, 
And striking his spurs with a terrible oath, 
He rode down the ranks ‘mid a storm of huzzas; 
And the wave of retreat broke its course there 
cause * 
The hand of the master compelled it to pause, 
—T, Buchanan Reed, 

I think it was Bishop Samuel Fallows, now 
of Chicago, who went out in 1861 as Chap- 
lain of a Wisconsin regiment, and who subse- 
quently became Colonel and Brigadier-Gen- 
eral, who said that, while he was not consci- 
ous of having sworn during the war, there 
were many occasions when he should have 
liked to hire some one to swear for him. And 
there is no question but that in the excitement 
of battle many a man indulged in profanity 
that in his sober moments he would not be 
guilty of. 

Gallant little Phil Sheridan had a great 
reputation for profanity, and yet usually he 
was very cleanly in his language. 

At the battle of Stone River Sheridan com- 
manded the right of the right wing of the 
army under Gen. McCook. and this was the 
pivot on which the whole Union army swung, 
and Rosecrans fought on six different lines of 
battle in that fight, and the right was never 
broken, although at one time Sheridan held 
his men with fixed bayonets and empty mus- 
kets until reénforcements and ammunition 
reached him. 

Gen. Rousseau, who was sent to his assist- 
ance, said in hts reports <* When I ap- 
proached the right of thearmy I knew there 
was a hot fight going on in there; but when I 
reached the extreme right and saw Phil Sher- 
idan with his sword in one hand and his hat 
in the other, cursing and damning as though 
he had plenary absolution from Father Tracy 
(Sheridan’s chaplain) for bet five minutes 
in the day, I knew theré was just hell in 
there.”’ 

At Cedar Creek, to which Reed refers in his 
poem, Sheridan did make use of a terrible 
oath, but there are very few who knew what 
that oath really was. 

As he dashed down the pike road from Win- 
chester and met his defeated and demoralized 
troops he swung his hatin his energetic way 
and said: ‘** Face the other way, men! Boys, 
this would not have happened had I been here! 
Fallin right where you ure! Never mind 
your regimental organization-—we'll get the 
tightest twist on them you ever saw—we’'re 
going back to our camp. I'll sleep in my 
camp tonight or I'll sleep in hell!’’ 

This was truly a terrible oath, and it was 
terribly redeemed. 

At Missionafy Ridge he was ordered to take 
the first line of rebel intrenchments at the 
foot of the ridge, but he not only took the in- 
trenchments but the ridge also, On the sum- 
mit of the ridge he poured into a tin cup the 
last drop of whisky in his flask, and, holding 
it up in the direction of Bragg’s headquarters, 
shouted (paraphrasing Scott's instructions to 
Bragg during the Mexican war): * A little 
more grape, Capt. Bragg.” Just then a 
minnie ball struck the cup from his hand. 
‘Well, now,”’ exclaimed Sheridan, * I con- 
sider that darned ungenerous,”’ and, spurring 
forward, he led his troops to victory.

His request was again po- 
litely refused. but when on the third day the 
man again called Sheridan commenced to 
whistle—an indication well understood by all 
at headquarters that the “old man” was 
mad. 

‘* Damnation, sir, have I not told you I 
would not indorse you! Leave my office.” 
The man made an insolent rejoinder, and be- 
fore the writer or any of his staff could inter- 
fere Sheridan had knocked him down, kicked 
him up again and out of the office, where he 
fell into the arms of Fred Grant, who hast- 
ened his exit by pitching him down-stairs.

Similar Case Brought Up Against North 
Carolina Insurance Company. 


The filmg ofasuit in assumpsit in the 
United States Court by Lyman E. Crandall 
and J. P. Darst against the Fireman’s Fund 
Insurance company of San Francisco is the 
commencement of litigation to secure the 
payment of $60,000 insurance upon Chicago 
business property. The amount in dispute in 
the present suit is $5,000, the face of a poli- 
cy written by the company upon the six-story 
building Nos. 315 to 321 Wabash avenue, at 
the northwest corner of the avenue and Con- 
gress street. The plaintiffs were lessees of 
the building and were permitted to carry not 
exceeding $90,000 gf insurance. Suits for 
the remainder of the $60,000 will be filed at 
onee, Attorney Frank A. Helmer says, and 
the prosecution will be pushed. . 

The building which was burned in June last 
isowned by J. Q. Adams, who leased the 
premises to other parties, who in turn as- 
signed the lease to Crandall & Darst, real 
estate men here. A clause in the lease pro- 
vided hat if the premises should be slightly 
damaged by fire the landlord would execute 
the necessary repairs and no rent would be 
charged until the repairs were completed. 
But in case the premises should be so badly 
damaged-as to require to be rebuilt then the 
lease should terminate. The form of policy 
used was practically what is known as a 
** valued ” policy. 

After the fire which burned out all the in- 
terior of the building, the owner, J. Q. Adams, 
acting under the provisions of the lease, ter- 
minated it and entered into contracts with 
builders to “ rebuild” the big store. This 
was done by putting a steel framework inside 
the walls and proceeding on the method 
known as ‘“ Chicago construction.” Two 
steries were also added. Deprived of the 
lease under the rebuilding clause. Attorney 
Helmer — the plaintiffs demanded the pay- 
ment of the policies in full less the agreed 
monthly deduction. The imsurance counipa- 
nies, however, insisting that the building only 
needed repairs would only agree to pay the 
rent while they carried out. the repairs under 
the clause of the policy. 

The North Carolina State Insurance com- 
pany which has its main office at Asheville, 
N.C., was made defendant yesterday in an 
assumpsit suit for $500 with an attachment 
in aid by the Green Ridge Lumber company. 
The suit was filed in the Circuit Court by At- | 
torney Edgar Jayne, and later the Sheriff's 
officer garnisheed 8S. B. Collins, who repre- 
sents the company here, and F. J. Werner, an 
insurance solicitor in the offices of the com- 
pany in the Manhattan Building. Collins 
was also summoned to appear in court on be- 
half of the company when the matter comes 
up for adjudication. ‘ 

The amount in dispute is $483, which 
plaintiff claims in payment of a loss on stock 


‘jn a lumber yard which it owns in Scranton, 


Pa., and on which the defendant company 
had written a policy for $1,500. The loss 
was a partial one only, and as there were four 
insurance companies interested each was 
called upon for its pro rata share. 

Werner solicited the insurance and received 
the premium paid by the lumber company, 
which got a policy in due course with the 
name of 8S. B. Collins signed as agent. At- 
torney Jayne says that the insurance com- 
pany refused to settle its share of the loss 
upon technical grounds. He did not know 
whether the company had been properly en- 
tered under the laws of this State, and he had 
been given to understand thatthe insurance 
was taken at other than the regular board 
rates.

‘* About the innovations? Well, dress has 
something to do with nearly ore ae The 
dresses, coats, and shoes are unlike the fash- 
ions of five years ago and there is a corre- 
sponding change in the style of dancing. 
When high heels were worn people danced on 
their toes. They had todo so. Now chil- 
dren’s ‘ pumps’ are heelless, and ladies’ shoes 
are built on the same lasts as the men’s. This 
brings the sole of society parallel © with the 
floor, or nearly so, and the gliding step. and 
the loose knee are taught. bobbing up 
and down dancing days are over. Every- 
thing is‘a glide—slow if possible and graceful 
by compulsion. We don’t work the hips any 
more. The place of action is at the knee; the 
whole weight of the body is on the ball of the 
foot—this prevents the dancer from getting 
up on his toes. 

‘* Grace and the glide are essential with the 
present long-tail coats, short full dresses, and 
balloon-sleeve heads. The dancers must go 
slow. It is not polite fora man to go round 
the room slapping ladies and little folks with 
his coat-tails, and it is not pretty to seea wom- 
an dash past with the wind swelling out her 
skirts and sleeves. 

‘‘ The popular round dance will be or ia the 
‘two-step.’ I venture to say that 10,000 les- 
sons have been given on it since Sept. 1. It 
is, as its name implies, a ‘wo-step dance. It 
is an old dance and was popular during the 
second empire. It can be danced to march- 
ing music. Any one who can waltz can mas- 
ter it in twenty minutes. 

“ The ‘ Adrienne’ is a catchy thing; so is 
the ‘Garden City Polka,’ which two 
Mercury-flying. steps followed by a polka. 
The position for the flying steps is lady’s hand 
on her partner’s shoulder, his arm around her 
waist, and then the regular waltz position. It 
goes with a hop, skip, and jump movement, 
and things that go that way always catch the 
young folks and the old beau. Another new 
arrangement of a lot of old dances is called 
the ‘ kaleidoscope,’ a comic, fascinating, cap- 
tivating thing that will be used to open chil- 
dren’s parties and small parlor dances. It is 
not a waltz, not a march, but a quadrille. 

*So much for round dancing. The square 
dance wili be revived. Four hundred masters 
of the American Association ve pledged 
themselves to restore the waltz, the Saratoga, 
and the plain lanciers to favor. These charm- 
ing old dances will be listed on every pro- 
gram and dancefl regularly. 

“* The dance of the season will be the ‘ Chau- 
tauqua square.’ It differs from the laniers 
only at the finish. when the partners make 
pictures, After these sor tableaux they 
unwind themselves, salute, and sail off in the 
waltz, ‘ two-step,’ or polka.’ The dance may 
strike one as too juvenile for the ballroom, 
but there is absolutely no doubt as to its pop- 
ularity.”’

Which Are the Most Charming ?=The Hun- 
garian: Women Said to Be the Vigorous 
Embodiment of Primeval Womanhood= 
Seciety Ladies Spoiled by Two Silly 
CustomsAt 22 They Are Considered 
Old=Transparency of Australian Com- 
Plexion Said to Be Due to Arsenic. 

All the world loves. a beautiful woman. An 
English writer in Modern Society awards the 
palm to the women of Hungary. “They are 
not languishing, diaphanous cr2atures, com- 
posed of cobwebs and the odor of musk. with 
a sickly pallor or a hectic flush in their cheeks. 
No! Erect and straight as a .can- 
die, hearty and vigorous to the 
core, they are pictures of good health 
and abounding vitality, They are gifted 
with small feet, full arms, plump hands, with 
tapering fingers, and they wear long braids. 
The sun has spread a réddish golden tint or a 
darker tone over the complexion. The Hun- 
garian woman, it is true, is not a beauty of 
classical contour, nor does she, perhaps, fre- 
quently present a riddle to the psychologist, 
and ethereal poets will scarcely find a theme 
in her hyp ti tal reveries. She is 
rather the vigorous embodiment of primeval 
womanhood. As her exterior, so her whole 
character is enchantingly fresh and positive. 
She likes to eat well, is fond of’ a little wine, 
takes naturally to swimming, dancing. gym- 
nastics, and has rot the least objection to 
being admired.” 

This is a pretty pieture, but along comes 
another traveler and «poils it. He writes after 
a year’s experience of life in Hungary. He 
describes the peasantsin general, * gifted 
with magnificent hair and a grace inimitable, 
but the society ladies utterly spoil’ themselves 
by two silly customs—that of tight lacing, 
carried to the verge of criminal extravagance, 
and the use of paprika, a sort of red pepper, 
which is invariably spread on all the dishes, 
“ But,” says the writer, ‘the friend I was 
stuying with had given orders to the cook to 


reserve a certain portion of each 
course, which was brought to me sep- 
arately, as I could not swallow the 


food after it had been inflamed with red pep- 
per. As for the other guests, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, they used to relish it thoroughly, and 
then open their mouths and wag their tongues 
so as to cool the place which they had burnt 
with their beloved paprika. This, of course, 
was not pretty, nor were the little red tipped 
noses and the pimples, which spoil the other- 
wise good complexion of the ladies. Then 
for the tight lacing. I well remember the 
aacunse of my friend. Hermine, a brunette 
with lovely black hair, large pale eyes, shaded 
by long lashes, a classical 

a few pimples after meals, princi 
her lips, and a waist which a child could have 
encircled in its two small paws, This thing 
of beauty was certainly nota joy forever, es- 
pecially for herself; | I remember how, 
after a parading walk along the quays or in 
the public garden at Pesth, where her slight 
figure made the smart cavaliers turn back and 
pull their waxed mustaches in wonderand ad- 
miration, she would come back home and 
hasten to burst her vp open at the begin- 
ning of an avenue of chestnut trees leading to 
her house, And she was only one among many. 
Her two cousins were even worse, and all the 
girls I have known in different parts of the 
country , when dressing, to put them- 
selves flat against the wall and push with their 
two hands their waist inward during the time 
the maid exerted herself by polling the strings 
with all her might. The dimensions of the 
belt is the first thing quoted when speaking of 
a professional beauty, and Lam afraid this is 
why their good looks are so ephemeral, for in 
Hungary a woman of 22 is openly called an 
old thing As for the swimming and dancing, 
I never saw women so graceful and swift in 
these two accomplishments.”’ 

From Sydney, Australia, comes another 
writer who has much to say of the women of 
the antipodes. The point which struck this 
writer most forcibly in Sydney was the extraor- 
dinary wets ee transparency of the com- 
gern of ladies. ‘To tell the truth,” 

e writes, “I had founded my ideas mainly 
on the Australians one meets in London, un- 
der the — of the various smart ladies who 
repay hospitality or carry out the marriage 
settlement by taking the antipodean damseis 
about, and I expected that. the bush type 
of beauty, or what we call tne dairy maid 
style—i. e.: brilliant coloring, luxuriant but 
rather coarse hair, exuberant health, and 
abounding strength—would prevail. And, in 
fact, considering that very few of even the 
best people in Sydney can go back three gen- 
erations without reaching the bush, it might 
be expected that such would be the case. On 
the contrary, however, | found that the ma- 
jority of the fashionable beauties had. pecul- 
iarly delicate complexions, languid expres- 
sions, fragile physique, and a die-away look 
in the eyes which was more suited to the 
enervated temperament of an old civilization 
than the active vitality of a new world. So 
far, moreover, from seemg the magnificent 
chevelures which I had expected, it was easy 
even for a novice to detect that these ladies 
owed a good deal to their perruquier. This 
was the case even among the young women, 
and I have noticed one lovely creature who is 
well under 30, but who obviously wears a 
well frizzled toupet to hide the deficiencies of 
home production in front, and has reinforced 
the defenses at the back with a very con- 
siderable draft of extraneous matter. But for 
her hairdresser she would look as if she had 
been tonsured. The mystery of this curious 
combination of premature baldness and un- 
usual delicacy of complexion was explained 
to me by one of the older ladies. She said 
that these women were arsenic eaters. They 
ate arsenic in order to produce the aristo- 
cratic pallor and languor which I had noticed, 
and found to their horror that another effect 
of the drug was to make the hair drop out. 
Valuing their complexions above their hair, 
however, they sacrificed the one to the other, 
and in this, from their int of view, she 
thought they acted wiebly. because the de- 
ficiency of hair can be artificially supplied, 
and in the long run beauty depends mainly 
upon the complexion. What a woman will 
endure for her complexion may be estimated 
by this and also by the fact that these 
arsenic eaters rarely live past 45. 
There. is no pleasure, moreover, in the 
consumption of the poison, as there is in the 
case of morphia and opium. On the con- 
trary, it is nasty to the taste, and produces 
slight internal pains and cramps, which in- 
crease until they cause death. The arsenic is 
made up into dainty-looking caramels, which 
fashionable dames will produce from precious 
little bonbonniers and suck quite openly, 
just as the American girl chews gum or the 
English girl chocolate. These insidious

LEARNED LASSIES IN SCOTLAND. 


At Queen Margaret's They Acquire Wis- 
dom and Degrees. ] 

One hears a good deal of Girton, Newnham, 
and Cheltenham, but not so much of the place 
where Scotch girls intent upon the “higher 
education’? go to grow wise. Yet **Queen 
Margaret’s College” in Glasgow is a very 
interesting place. It was not really named 
after any queen, but after the wifeof Mal- 
colm Canmore. ? 

It grew out of Glasgow University. Twenty- 
five years ago a woman startled that venerable 


institution by asking some of the 
professors to deliver special courses 
of lectures” to women. This _ re- 


markable request, as it seemed at the time, 
was granted by three of the learned men, 
the women of the city attended in great num- 
ae In 1877 a Glasgow Association for the 
igher Education of Women was formed, 
with the Princess Louise as President and 
Mrs. Campbell as Vice-President. Classes 
were formed by the Glasgow University men, 
a library was started, but not until Mrs. John 
Elder provided a college building in 1883 
was there any local habitation for Queen Mar- 
garet’s. Now there are laboratories, lecture- 
rooms, library, and all the necessary apart- 


ments. 

Unlike the English women’s colleges, Queen 
Margaret’s did not provide a residence for its 
students. This, of course, shuts the young 
women off from the midnight banquets and 
cozy teas in which dormitory colleges indulge. 
But there is no lack of other gayety. Concerts, 
amateur theatricals, socials, garden parties, 
and dances manage to vary the monotony of 
student existence in Glasgow. 

The students are very largely those who are 
studying medicine, but a great many are :en- 
tered in the liberal arts course. Specials or 
‘privates,’ as those who are not working for 
degrees are called there, are numerous, but 
the ** publics,’ who have entered for the full 
college course, with its accompanying degree, 
are also numerous. A rather interesting fact 
is that a three-year course successfully com- 
pleted entitles them to the degree M. A., while 
in this country even a B. A. is the result of 
four years’ work. On the other hand, for the 
medical degree M. D. they have to work over 
five years, while in many American colleges 
three years is considered enough, and a four- 
year course has just been introduced in others.
